As pointed out in previous Reports, these numbers do not in- 
include the insane wandering at large or those residing in private 
dwellings, with the exception of such cases as are under the care 
of the Lord Chancellor, i.e., Chancery patients. 

Increased summary shows that there was a total increase of 189 

during the year, the corresponding increase lor the previous year 
having "been 369. 

It is satisfaotoiy to note that, with one exception, viz., 1893— 
when the increase amounted to 152 — the increase during 1906 
was less than that which took place during any of the past 
twenty-one years. 

Further, the increase in 1906 was 311 less than the average 
increase for the preceding ten years, which was 600. 

The numbers in District Asylums increased by 249 ; those in 
Private Asylums and Institutions for the insane by 27 ; those in 
Dundrum Asylum by 2; while the numbers in Workhouses 
decreased by 87, and the Chancery patients in unlicensed houses 
by 2. 

Table I. (page xlvii.) giving the number and distribution of all 
lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year from 1880 
to 1906, shows that in this interval of time an increase of 10,572 
has taken place in the total ; the inmates of District Asylums 
have increased by 10,639 ; the criminal lunatics in Dundrum 
Asylum have decreased by 15; the patients in Private Asylums 
and Institutions have increased by 223 ; while the pauper lunatics 
in workhouses have decreased by 385. These figures show tliM 
the main increase has been in the population of the Distac 
Asylums, the patients in Private Asylums and Institutions 
having only increased by 223 in a period of twenty-six years, or 
an average of less than 9 per annum.

Table II. (page xlviii.) shows the admissions to District and dmiBaiona. 
Private Asylums each year since 1881. From this table it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1906 showed a decrease of 
239 as compared with the numbers for the previous year — the 
admissions to District Asylums having decreased by 248, while 
tbe admissions to Private Asylums increased by 9. 


The admissions in the case of the District Asylums were lower 
than for any of the seven previous years, but the number in the 
case of the Private Asylums is the highest recorded in the series 
of years shown in the Table. 


In 1881 the admissions to District Asylums numbered 2,502, 
^d in 1906 they amounted to 3,624. In the case of the Private 
fsylums the numbers for 1881 were 145, and for 1906 they had 
increased to 257. It will thus be seen that the increase in the 
as compared with the first year of that period, amounted in 
the case of the District Asylums to 41 per cent., and in the case 
of the Private Asylums to 77 per cent.

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, hut this 
does not include all the insane in the country, as a number reside 
in their own homes or with relatives, or are wandering at large. 
The general Census is the only means by which we can ascertain 
the number of the latter classes, who amount approximately to 
about 15 per cent, of the total.

Admissions. 


Asylums, 740 ooiitributed wholly or partly to their support; 275 
criminal lunatics were maintained out ot‘ Imperial funds; and 
the remainder were maintained partly out of the Government 
Grant and partly out of the Local Rates. The 845 patients in 
Private Licensed Houses and Institutions for the insane we 
supported entirely out of private funds ; 162 inmates of Dundrnm 
Asylum were maintained at Government expense ; whilst the 
3,128 insane residents in Workhouses were supported entirely by 
the Poor Rate. 


DISTRICT ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
A.sylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in 
each case, will be found in Appendix F. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients 
therein, will he found in Appendix E. 

On the 31st December, 1906, there were in these institutions 
19,306 patients (10,452 males and 8,854 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1905, were Males, 10,341 ; 
females, 8,716; total, 19,057; showing a total increase of 249 
during the year 1906. 

Table No. I. (Appendix A.) shows the population of each 
District Asylum on the 31st December, 1906, and the number 
remaining on 31st December of each y'ear since 1880. 

As shown by Table II. (Appendix A.) the daily average 
number resident in all these institutions during 1906 amounted 
to 19,168 (10,378 men, and 8,790 women). 

Table III. (Appendix A.) shows for each of the Asylums the 
admissions, disohai’ges, deaths, and escapes, and the numue 
remaining at the end of the year. 


Admissions. 

The admissions amounted to 3,524 (1,936 men e,nd 1,3^^ 
women). Of these 2,763 (1,491 men and 1,272 women) we 
admitted for the first time ; while 761 (445 men and 316 wo 
had previously been under care.

It is again satisfactory to record that the admissions, which 
decreased in 1904 and 1905, showed a further decrease ot 248 in 
1906. 

The first admissions and re-admissions were, respectively, 203 
Mid 45 less than in 1905. 

In eight of the Asylums there was an increase in the number of 
admissions as compared with those for 1905, whilst in sixteen 
Asylums the numbers decreased. 

Table X. (Appendix A.) shows the authority foir admission to A.uthopty for 
District Asylums during the year. Of the total (3,524), 1,071 
were admitted under the forms prescribed by the Statutory Regu- 
lations; 4 were transferred from Dundrum to the Asylums of 
their districts, and 68 were transfeired from Prisons by Tour 
Excellency’s Order ; 23 were admitted under the provisions of 
the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91 and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884-, 
sec. 3; 2,345 were committed as dangerous lunatics, under the 
Act 30 and 31 Vic., cap. 118, sec. 10 ; and 23 were admitted from 
Scotland under warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the 
Poor Law (Scotland) Act, 1898. 
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Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the yesr 
was 181.5, viz., 1,043 males and 772 females. Of these 1,304 (tSl 
males and 553 females) were discharged recovered; showing a 
decrease of 85 on the number for the previous year. The per- 
centage of recoveries on the admissions was 37, being -2 per 
cent, higher than that for the previous year. 

The numbers i-emoved by friends or sent to workhouses 
amounted to 511 (292 males and 219 females), an increase of 21 
on the numbers for the previous year. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,457, viz. 779 
amongst the males and 678 amongst the females. This shows an 
increase of seven on the numbers tor the previous year, the males 
having decreased by 30 while the females increased by 37. The 
death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident was 
7'6, viz., 7’5 amongst the males, and 7'7 amongst the females. 
The general rate was T lower than that for the previous year— 
the rate in the case of the m.alos being '4 lower, and in the 
case of the females '3 higher. Three of the deaths were by 
suicide, and five resulted from misadventure. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
in each District Asylum during the years from 1897 to 1906 will 
be found in Table IX. (Appendix A). From this Table it will he 
seen that the highest death-rate during 1906 was 11’4 per cent, 
in Maryborough, and the lowest 4'3 per cent, in Limerick 
Asylum. The highest rate was '2 per cent, higher than the cor- 
re.sponding rate in the previous year, which was 11'2 in the same 
(Maryborough) Asylum, while the lowest rate was 7 lower than 
that for the previous year, viz., 5'0 in the Mullingar Asylum. 

Table XVI. (Appendix A) shows the causes of death in the 
District Asydums, with the average ages at death, and the 
number of cases in which the cause of dea.th was verified by 
post-inortem, examination.

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Phevalence of Phthisis. 

The prevalence of Phthisis (consumption) as a cause of deatl 
in Irish asylums is a subject which opens a field for grave con- 
sideration. 

The above Table shows that this disease was registered as the 
cause of death in 25 per cent, of the total deaths last year. 

The statistics of the various asylums situated in dift'erent parts 
of the country not alone show a marked contrast as regards the 
prevalence ot the disease, but they are also at variance with 
popularly received ideas, in that phthisis appears to be more pre- 
valent in those districts favoured by climate and temperature, 
and to be comparatively rare in the North, where the climatic 
conditions are more severe. 


The following Table gives the percentages of phthisis as a 
cause of death in the seven large a.sylums situated in the north- 
east, east, south, south-west, and centre of Ireland : —

These figures show much the lowest percentage of deaths from 
phthisis at Belfast, where, owing to the less favourable character 
of the climate, and the .situation of the asylum in the centre of a 
large manufacturing town, it might be expected that the ravages 
of the disease would be most severely felt. The Dublin Asylums, 
where the largest numbers of the insane in Ireland are con- 
gregated, come next, though with a much higher percentage; 
whilst in the Cork, Limerick, and Ballinasloe Asylums, situated 
in the south, south-west, and centre, where the climate, although 
damp, is comparatively genial, with little variation between the 
summer and winter temperatui-es, the percentages of deaths from 
phthisis are much the highest. 
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The following Table shows the total number of deaths each 
year from 1890 to 1906, and of these the number which resulted 
from consumption, general paralysis of the insane, and 
epilepsy : —

We are glad 
to record a small increase in the number of these examinations, 
which, for several years previously, showed a continuous decrease.

Table YU, (Appendix A) shows the percentage of the re-

1906, while Table gives similar percentages, and^ also the 

percentage of recoveries on the daily average number in all the 
Asylums, from 1893 to 1906. 

From these Tables it will be seen that the percentage of le- 
^veries on admissions during 1906 was 37*0, viz., 38'8 amongst

Table XIV. gives the probable causes of insanity amongst those 
admitted in 1906, and Table XV. the forms of mental disease in 
the admissions, recoveries, and deaths during the year. 

Suicides .a.nd Deaths fkom Misadventure in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year 
was eight, viz., three from .suicide, and five from misadventure, 
but one of the former was by coiTosive poisoning from sulphuric 
acid, which the patient had taken before his admission to the 
asylum, and to which he succumbed four hours after he was 
received into the institution. 

In the previous year the number was twelve, viz., six from 
suicide, four from misadventure, and two from homicide. 

The pa.rticulars of each of the seven eases which occurred 
in the asylums dur-ing 1906 are as follow : — 

Suicides. 

At Armagh Asylum, on 26th July, a female deaf unite, who 
was not under special supervision, went into a bathroom and set 
fire to her clothing, and thus sustained such severe burns that 
she died five days after. No information could be elicited as to 
how she obtained the matches with which she set her clothing 
on fire. As the result of our investigation of the ease, we 
pointed out certain irregularities in the administration of the 
institution, viz. — first, that at the time of the occurrence the 
Resident Medical Superintendent was absent from the Asylum, 
contrary to the Regulations, the Assistant Medical Officer being 
then on leave; second, that the arrangements regarding _ the 
making of the beds were irregular ; third, that the responsibility 
of the nurses was not properly allocated ; and fourth, that bath- 
room doors were kept unlocked when not in use. 

At Monaghan Asylum, on the morning of the 18th September, 
a female patient, who had been treated as suicidal, but who -was 
considered sufficiently improved to have her name removed from 
the list of actively suicidal cases, hanged herself by a strip of a 
sheet fastened to the shutter of a single room, A Coroners 
inquest was held, and the jury strongly condemned the conduct of 
two nurses, whose evidence regarding the case they refused to ac- 
cept. They also again pointed out the advisability of hainng 
telephonic communication throughout the institution. After the 
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iaquest one of the nurses referred to admitted that the patient ■ 
had been found strangled, a fact which she and the other — 

attempted to conceal at the inquest, alleging that they found her 
ia what appeared to he a fainting fit. At an inquiry subse- 
quently held by us these nurses admitted that they had given 
false evidence at the Coroner’s inquest, and had concealed the 
truth from the Medical Officers, notwithstanding that these 
officers discovered distinct evidence of strangulation. We found 
that one of these nurses was guilty of gross neglect of duty m 
leaving the patient without supervision, and we pointed out that 
she and the charge nurse, by concealing the true facts in this 
case, were quite unfitted for their position as attendants on the 
insane. We also called attention to the advisability of inmsting 
that all charge nurses, at least, should be compelled to acquire the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency 
in mental nursing, so as to be qualified to render first aid in 
cases of this kind. We further pointed out that in three pre^ous 
reports we had recommended the establishment of telephonic 
communication between the various wards. 

The Committee of Management reduced the charge^nurse com 
cenied in the case to the rank of ordinary nurse, and dispensed 
with the services of the other nurse, but they deferred taking any 
action as regards establishing telephonic communication between 
the ditferent wards. 


Deaths 

Deaths from Misadventure. from mis- 

adventure. 

At Ballinasloe Asylum a male patient, o£ powerful physique, 
was admitted on the 22nd May in a very excited condition, — . 

which necessitated his being placed almost continuously in 
charge of special attendants hy day and night. Eight days fractured ribs, 
afterwards it was discovered that he had several ribs broken, 
and he gradually sank and died on the 5th June — a fortnight 
after admission. A posi-morteiu examination revealed that 
seven ribs on the right, and four on the left side were 
fractured. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdmt 
that death resulted from pleurisy and pleural abscess caused by 
the broken ribs, with consequent heart failm’e, and they added^ a 
rider that there was no blame to be attached to any person m 
connection with the matter. 

We held an inquiry regarding the case, as the result of which 
we were unable to agree with the rider appended to the verdict 
of the jury, as, having regard to the fact that the patient was 
practically under continuous supervision from the time oi his 
3-dniission, and that none of the explanations put forward by the ^ 
attendants would account for the extensive injuries he sustained, 
jt seemed clear to us that some, at any rate, of the attendants 
cad Used unnecessary violence in restraining him. 
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We suggested that steps should be taken to provide padded 
rooms for dealing with siich cases, a suggestion which the Com- 
mittee adopted. 


’’.hi At Clonmel Asylum, on the 16th May, a male patient of de- 
Death from graded habits, in the temporary absence of an attendant, drank 

iSinI fluid. ^ J«yes’ Disinfecting Fluid, which was being used in 

the channels of a range of water-closets, and died within an 
hour from asphyxiation, caused by the swelling and resulting 
closure of his gullet — all attempts to pass a stomach-tube having 
failed. 


A Coroner’s inquest was held, a.nd the jury returned a verdict 
accordingly, adding that they considered there was no blame 
attached to the attendant who was using the disinfecting fluid, 
or any of the other officials. 


We also held an inquiry, as the result of which we were 
unable to obtain any reliable evidence that the patient drank the 
fluid in an undiluted state, but, on the other hand, there was 
evidence to show that the fluid in a diluted state, such as the 
attendant alleged was used in this case, is not regarded as being 
poisonous. This attendant deposed that he found the patient 
drinking the diluted fluid out of the channel Avhich runs around 
the closets. 


As regards the patient’s treatment, it appeared that the only 
chance of prolonging his life lay in the immediate opening of the 
windpipe. 


The medical officers contemplated this operation, but so 
urgent were the symptoms of approaching dissolution that they 
considered it quite hopeless to attempt to carry it out. 


At Cork Asylum a male patient, in the last stage of general 

Death paralysis of the insane, a disease which invariably tends to a 

accderuted by fatal termination, was severely scalded on the 1st March, when 
sea mg. being bathed by an attendant, and died four days after, from the 
disease referred to — death having been accelerated by the 
scalding. 

A Coroner’s inque.st was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
accordingly, and they found that the scalding was due to the 
culpable negligence of two attendants. 

We duly investigated the ease, and, while we agreed with ti® 
finding of the jury as regards one of these attendants, we obtamed 
no evidence whatever to show that the other attendant was m 
any way responsible for the scalding of the patient. We found, 
however, that some responsibility attached to the charge atten- 
dant of the division where the patient was located, and that e 
manner in v/hich the duties of the House Steward were perform®" 
, called for unfavourable comment ; and we called attention to tn 

urgent necessity for a properly equipped hospital for the treat- 
ment of cases requiring special attention and supervision, 
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necessity which had been dwelt upon in previous reports. We a,lso 
called attention to the difficulties arising from the overcrowding 
in the institution ; and to the necessity for the appointment ot 
additional attendants. 

At PoRTEAM Asylum, onthe2+thFebruary, whenamale patient 

was being bathed it was discovered that his urethra was ™ptui^d Death Lojn 
and he died as the result of this injury on the 4th March *, ■ T urethra, 
duly inve,stigaced the case, but no information could be obtained 
as to how the injury was sustained. The patient himself was 
mentally incapable of affording any information on the subject 
The injury was, in our opinion, clearly the result of direct 
violence— probably a kick— which might have been given by a 
fellow-patient, without being observed by any of the responsible 
officials. 


At Richmond Asylum, on the 30th May, in attempting to E.eh^^- 
obtain a blanket from a high press in a dormitory, a male patient 
overbalanced and fell backwards, his head coming in contact with accidental 

the floor. He was picked up unconscious, and died next day from 

coma due to sub-dural haemorrhage. 


A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury found a verdict in 
accordance with the facts, adding that there was no neg ec on 
the part of the authorities. 


Insanitary Conditions and Outbreaks of Zymotic 
Disease. 


Insanitary 
Conditions 
AND Zymotic 
Disease. 


The following are the particulars ot the insanitary conditions 
and outbreaks of zymotic disease which were reported in the 
different asylums during the year : — 


in Antrim Asylum two fatal eases of dysentery occurred on Antrim, 
the female side. The death rate in this Asylum was much 
higher than, usual, being 11*2 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year. 


In Armagh Asylum the only zymotic disease which appeared Armugh. 
was influenza, five cases having occurred amongst the male 
patients, and three amongst the male staff. One of the former 
proved fatal. 


As usual the record of zymotic disease in Ballinasloe Asylum JJaiimasioe- 
was heavy. During the year there were sixteen cases of enteric 
fever amongst the patients, and three amongst the staff. Two 
patients suffered from dysentery, one from erysipelas, and five from 
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diarrhoea ; seventeen patients and twenty-three of the staff were 
attacked by influenza, and eleven patients and seven of the staff 
by tonsillitis. None of the cases, however, ended fatally, except 
one of diarrhoea, and the general death-rate was only 0'5 per 
cent, of the avei’age number resident during the year. 

In Belfast Asylum four male and nine female patients were 
attacked by eysipelas, and the same numbers by influenza, but 
none of the cases ended fatall}’’. 

The only zymotic disease recorded in Cablow A.sylum was one 
case of varicella, from which the patient recovered. 

In Castlebar Asylum two patients and one of the staff were 
attacked by enteric fever, which proved fatal in the case of one 
of the patients. The death rate in this asylum continues low, 
having been only 4'8 per cent, of the average number resident in 
1906. 

In Clonmel Asylum four male patients suffered from enteric 
fever, and one female and eight male patients and two members 
of the .staff from influenza. None of these cases ended fatally. 

In Cork Asylum nine patients and one of ' the .staff were 
attacked by enteric fever, which proved fatal in four cases. 
There were also nine cases of dysentery — one of them fatal. 
Three females suffered from erysipelas and one of the male staff 
from scarlatina, but all recovered. 

In the Youghal Auxiliary Asylum two males and two 
females were attacked by erysipelas, and a female by continued 
fever, but none of the cases ended fatally. 

In Downpatrick Asylum, which has suffered severely in the 
past from dysentery, there were only four cases recorded during 
1906, and none of these cases ended fatally. There were two cases 
of erysipelas and forty-two (thirty- two amongst the patients and 
ten amongst staff) of influenza, all of which recovered. 

An outbreak of epidemic pneumonia occurred, attacking one 
female and eleven male patients, with a fatal result in four 
cases. 

In Ennis Asylum six males and three females were attacked 
by enteric fever, which proved fatal in one of the female cases. 
One male suffered from erysipelas, and five males and two fema es 
from influenza, but none of these cases ended fatally. 

The outbreak of enteric fever in Enniscorthy Asylum, 
was referred to in our last report, fortunately died out, as no cas 
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occurred during 1906. There were, however, thirty-nine cases »“““ 
of influenza (thirty-six amongst the patients and three amongst — 
the staff), two of which terminated fatally, and one case of 
scarlatina from which the patient recovered. 

No cases of zymotic disease occurred in Kilkenny or Kil- 
LARNEY Asylum, during the year. 

In Letteekenny Asylc/m one male and ten female patients I ^etterkenny. 
were attacked by enteric fever, which proved fatal in two of the 
female cases. There was also a fatal ease of continued fever on 
tte male side. Twenty -four males and two females suffered from 
influenza, with a fatal result in five of the male eases. 

No cases of zymotic disease occurred in the Limerick Asyt-um Limenck. 
during the year, and the death-rate was the lowest of all the 
District Asylums, being only 4'3 per cent, of the average number 
resident. 


The only zymotic disease which appeared in the Londonderry Londonderry. 
Asylum was measles, which attacked a male patient and four 
members of the staff — two males and two females. 


In Maryborough Asylum some cases of typhus fever, a form Maryborough, 
of epidemic disease which is now, fortunately, of rare occurrence, 
appeared in the autumn. They all occurred on the female side, 
five patients and four members of the female staff being attacked. 

Two of the cases proved fatal, and happily the disease, which 
was traced to the admission of a female patient from a house 
where it bad appeared, did not spread. Earlier in the year there 
was also a case of enteric fever and two of measles, but these 
three cases recovered. The death-rate in this Asylum, which 
was the highest recorded amongst the District Asylums during 
1905, was again the highest in 1906, being 11'4 per cent, of the 
average number resident. 


In Monaghan Asylum eight cases of enteric fever and two of Monaghan, 
erysipelas were recorded, none of which ended fatally. There 
were also thirty-nine cases of influenza, hut two of them proved 
fatal. 


In Mullingar Asylum there was one case of enteric fever MuiUngar. 
and ninety-one cases of influenza (sixty-eight amongst the 
patients and twenty-three amongst the staff), but none of the 
cases ended fatally. 

The sanitary condition of the OmaGH Asylum is still unsatis- Omagh, 
actory. Cases of enteric fever continue to appear, twenty-two 
aving oceurred amongst the patients and two amongst the staff 
nnng the year. Nine of the patients and one of the attendants 
succumhed.^ The other forms of zymotic disease recorded were 
cases of dysentery — two of them fatal ; five of scarlatina — 
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Fifty -sixth Report on. District, Criminal, 

one fatal ; two of erysipelas ; a fatal case of diphtheria; one case 
of chicken-pox ; and four of influenza, two of which ended fatally. 
The death-rate was very high — amounting to 11'2 per cent, of 
the average number resident during the year. In consequence 
of the prevalence of enteric fever, the Committee have directed a. 
thorough examination of the drainage system to be made, with 
the view of having any defects remedied. 

In the Richmond and Porteane Asylums four males and 
eighty-eight females were attacked by dysentery, with a fatal re- 
sult in one of the male and five of the female cases. Seven 
patients suft'ered from erysipelas ; one from scarlatina ; one 
patient and two of the staff from measles ; and a member of the 
staff from enteric fever, but none of these oases proved fatal. 
Twenty-one patients were x'eturned as having been attacked by 
pneumonia, which was the cause of death in sixteen cases, and 
phthisis attacked eighty -.six patients — this disease being returned 
as the cause of death in fifty-one case.s. 

The only zymotic disease which appeared in Sligo ASYLUM was 
enteric fever, two isolated cases of which occun'ed amongst the 
staff, but both recovered. 

In Waterford Asylum three females were attacked by 
erysipelas, which ended fatally in one case. Twenty-three patients 
and eight members of the staff suffered from influenza, but all 
recovered. The death-rate in this Asylum was only 5 per cent, 
of the average number resident during the y'ear. 


Cost of Maintenance. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1906, is shown in Table XVIII. (Appendix A). 

From this Table it will be seen that for the maintenance of 
an average number of 18,575 patients, including the repaymen s 
in respect of loans for building works, purchase of land, and other 
capital charges, a sum of £533,849 Os. lOcf. was expended duiing 
the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred 
amounted to £92,835 18s. 4d., the gross amount expermedont 
actual maintenance of the patients was £441,013 2,s. 6a. 

The receipts during the year were as follow : — £329,782 18s. od. 
was paid out of Local Rates ; the Imperial Governmen p 
£182,820 6s. 5d. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th section (sub-sec 
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(2) (c.) ) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act ^ Symm. 

urther Imperial contribution amounting to £11,144 x98. 10_d. was __ 
made in respect of the full cost of mamtenance of Cnminal 
Lunatics during the previous year, in pursuance o' ^ction 3 of the 
Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. Sums amounting to £73 ™ 

were received from private .sources in relief of the vote loi the 
maintenance of such lunatics. Miscellaneous receipts such as 
sales of farm and garden produce, sales of ofEil and old stores, 
fines on attendants, interest allowed by 

£10 668 8s. 0d„ while sums amounting to £10,523 12s. Od. were 
contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their private 
property. 

All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asjluma, and ToW exp»- 
do not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Y oughal, 
which contained an average number of 392 patients during e 
year, and the receipts and expenditure on behalf of which are AuxUiao 
shown at foot of Table XVIII. (Appendix A). VVhon these are • 
taken into consideration the total expenditure on the 
Auxiliary Asylums, including the repayments of loans tor building 

works, etc., amounts to £541 ,420 Ss. 4;d., and the netexpendi me 
on maintenance, excluding the loan repayments releiTed to, 
amounts to £446,904 7s. 9d. 

The addition of the sum levied off the Cork District for 
the Auxiliary Asylum (£412 17s. Sd.) raises the total amount 
paid out of local rates to £330,195 lbs. IfA ; the addition of t ie 
Capitation Grant paid out of the Local Taxation Account in 
respect of the patients in the Auxiliary (£1,857 18s. Od^ raises 
the total amount of the Grant to £184,678 4s. 5d, and the addi- 
tion of the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxiii^y 
(£127 10s. 7d.) raises the total of these receipts to £10,/ 95 18s. 7ct. 

Save in exceptional cases, when the cost of small woms is de- 
frayed out of money provided for current expenditure, the actual 
sum expended on building works, purchase of land, _&o., the cost 
of which is met by a loan obtained for the purpose in each ease, 
does not appear in I'able XVIII. ; as it is only when these loans 
come under repayment that such works involve an ourlay ot 
Asylum Funds. 

The amount contributed by the relatives of patients or out of 
their own private property, which increased for several 
showed a falling-off in 1905-6, the total sum received during that 
year having been £1,343 10s. Od. less than the amount received 
in the previous year.

Notwithstanding tnat 
large additions to asylum farms have, in many oases, been made 
in recent years, the land available for ^ recreation and employ- 
ment at some of the institutions is still inadequate.

The following are the details of the works recently carried out, 
in progress, or urgently required at the various asylums . 

Antrim AsYLUM.-The detached villa for the accommoda- Antrim., 
tion of about seventy patients, which was referred to in our last 
report, is now in course of erection. The farm-house on the 
asylum estate has been lighted by electricity, the work having 
been carried out by tbe asylum stall. 


Armagh Asylum. — The construction of a new (kamage sys- ATm^gh. 
temhas been commenced, and some sections of _tne work are 
already completed. In connection with the additional land re- 
cently acquired for the asylum, we have suggested the erection 
of snitahle farm buildings, and also a block for the acct^mo a 
tion of patients working on the farm, so as to relieve the over- 
crowding in the main buildings. 

Balunasloe Asylum. — At this asylum a new dayro^i for Baiimasioe. 
sixty female patients has been erected. The electric as 

been further extended to the bakery, offices, and the new 
■layroom. The reconstruction of some of the accommodation } 
tbe removal of dividing walls, &c., and the erection of attendant 
cottages are still under consideration. The asylum is still grea^ y 
overcrowded, and as the number of patients continues to in- 
crease we have again directed the attention of the Committee o 
tbe matter. 


Belfast Asylum. — The two additional villas on the Purdy>- Belfast, 
bum estate, which were referred to in our last report, are now 
occupied by fifty patients each. The drainage of Purdysburn 
B-ouse has been connected with the city sewerage system. An 
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Fifty -sixth Report on Distriut, Griminal, 

old corn mill oa the estate has been converted into a hydro- 
electric power station, and the necessary alterations in the river 
and watercourse, and the construction of I'eservoirs, &c., have been 
carried out. A large hayshed has also been erected. The 
drawing up of a complete scheme for providing on the Purdjs- 
burn estate the entire asylum accommodation for the city is still 
engaging the attention of the Committee, the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, and the Architect. 

Carlo w Asylum. — The work of improving and extending the 
accommodation at this asylum by the removal of partition walls 
has been continued on the female side. In this way a number 
of single rooms and the adjoining corridor have been converted 
into a large dormitory, and a dayroom has been similarly en- 
larged. 

Castlebar Asy^lum. — During the year the quarters formerly 
occupied by the Resident Medical Superintendent were converted 
into an office, boardroom, and accommodation for the Assistant 
Medical Officer, while the rooms previously used for the.se pur- 
poses were fitted up for use as a chapel, quarters for the Head 
Nurse, and a dormitory for fema.le attendants. Additions have 
also been made to the lavatory accommodation, and part of the 
boundary wall has been rebuilt. The scheme for the disposal 
of the sewage, which was referred to in previous reports, has not 
yet been settled. 

Clonmel Asylum. — The two new detached blocks for males, 
and one for females, which were being erected at the date of our 
last report, are now completed, and an iron bridge connecting 
the new farm with the old estate has been erected over the 
public road. The lighting of the institution by' electricity is 
still under consideration, and the Committee are taking steps to 
erect two detached blocks for consumptives — one for males and 
the other for females. We have again called the attention of the 
Committee to the overcrowding in the old male building and its 
unsuitability for the treatment of acute cases, and also to the 
urgent necessity for better accommodation for the female staff. 

Cork Asylum. — W e have to repeat our observations in lael 
year’s report regarding this Asylum, viz. : — that no structural 
additions or alterations of any importance were carried out 
during the year, notwithstanding that additional accommodation, 

especially hospital accommodation for the treatment of the 
acute and newly-admitted cases, is much required. 

Youghal Auxiliary Asylum.— With the exception of the 
erection of a workshop, no works of any' importance were 
carried out during the year. Plans for the extension of the 
Chapel and dining-hall accommodation, and the provision ot 
additional bath-rooms and lavatories and other striictui-al worhs 
have been under consideration. The disposal of the sewage and 
the provision of an improved water supply have also engaged the 
attention of the Committee. 
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Downpatrk^ic Asylum.— During the year some structurid im- 
mwements were carried out in the old buildings, and the Com- 
mittee have had under consideration the eonstruction ot sewage 
purification works. The boring operations with the objec. ot 
obtaining an additional supply of pure water have been vigorously 
proceeded with.

Ennis Asylum — This Asylum remains in the same over- Eimis. 
crowded condition which has been so often commented on m 
previous reports. No steps have yet been taken either to provide 
suitable accommodation for the treatment of acute cases, or 
sufficient accommodation of any kind. The plans of the new 
sowave disposal system referrecl to in our last report have n<nv 
been approved of, and it is hoped that this worn will shortly bo 
commenced. 


Enniscorthy Asylum.— No structural works of any im- Emis-orth,. 
poi'tance were carried out at this Asylum during the year, 
new drainage system and water supply for the dwellmg-house 
at the electric power station have, however, been provided. 

In this Asylum there are two supplies of water— one lor 
potable purposes, and the other for bathing. &c., and owing to 
the difficulty of preventing patients from drinking the lattei, we 
have suggested to the Committee the advisability of obtaining 
a supply of undoubted purity for all purposes. 


Kilkenny Asylum. — The Committee of Management have Kilkenny, 
now acquired much needed additional land adjoining the Asjdum 
estate. On this land there is a very good dwellingAiouse which, 
when repaired and reconstructed, will accommodate about oO 
patients, and form a valuable adjunct to the Asylum. 


We have called the attention of the Committee to the in- 
adequacy of the present water supply, in the event of an outbiea ' 
of fire, and have pointed out the necessity for coming to terms 
with the Urban authority, with whom negotiations on the subject 
are in progress. 


Kiliarney Asylum. — ^No structural works of any importance Kiiiamey. 
were carried out at this Asylum during the y ear, but we have 
suggested the enlargement and improvement ot some ot the 
sanitary accommodation. The inadequacy of the water supply is 
a source of great anxiety, and constantly engages the attention oi 
the Committee. 


LettErkenny Asylum. — The recent extensive additions to Lefcterkenn.v. 
this asylum have rendered the accommodation provided in the 
mstitutiou not only adequate, but also fully equipped, “r the 
treatment of all classes of the insane poor of the county. Witi 
the view of taking full advantage of the accommodation, how- 
ever, we have suggested a reorganisation of the vvards o 
the^ main building, so as to effect a better classification ot t le 
pstients. °

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Limerick Asylum. — No important structural works were 
carried out at this asylum during the year. Additional day- 
room accommodation is, however, urgently called for, and the 
Roman Catholic Chapel should also be enlarged, as it is now too 
small for the number of worshippers. The front male wing 
requires to be remodelled, to be in keeping with the accommo- 
dation provided in the rest of the buildings. 

Londonderry Asylum. — Two shelters for patients have been 
erected in the grounds at the parent asylum, and an electric 
check clock system and new steam boiler have been provided at 
Gransha. We have once more called the attention of the 
Asylum Committee to the serious overcrowding of the main 
asylum ; its unsuitability for the treatment of I'ecent and acute 
cases ; the inadequacy of the store accommodation, and its 
structural defects generally. 

Maryborough Asylum. — No structural works of any im- 
portance were carried out at this asylum during the year. Filter 
beds were, however, constructed for the purification of the 
sewage. We called the attention of the Committee to defects in 
the working of the heating system ; to the danger of retaining 
the piggery in its present close proximity to the asylum 
buildings ; and to the necessity for suitable workshops, and a 
better water supply. 

Monaghan Asylum. — The new block, to accommodate 120 
male patients, is now almost completed so far as the building 
work is concerned, and the improvement of the drying arrange- 
ments in the laundry is also approaching completion. The en- 
largement and improvement of the laundry generally is urgently 
called for ; additional ventilators are required in the observation 
dormitory ; additional dining-room accommodation is needed; 
alternative exits, in case of fire, are required at one of the upper 
stories; and the want of telephonic communication throughout 
the various buildings has again been brought under the notice of 
the Committee. 

Mullingar Asylum. — The installation of the new heating 
and hot- water supply sy.steni at this asylum, which was referred 
to in our last report, is approaching completion. We have 
pointed out to the Committee that, owing to overcrowding, addi- 
tional accommodation for patients is now much needed, as well 
as improved accommodation for the staff. 

Omagh Asylum. — The four iron fire escape staircases w'hlch 
were referred to in our last report have now been erected at this 
Asylum, and the necessary openings and doors in connection there- 
with have been made. In consequence of the general insanitary 
condition of the institution, the reconstruction of the sewerage 
system has been under the consideration of the Committee- 
Attention has been called to the necessity for a new hospital 
on the male side of the Asylum. 

Richmond Asylum.— Some alterations have been made in a 
section of the heating -system at this asylum with a view to 
guarding against danger from fire. We have suggested a further 
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alteration in the passage connecting the wooden buildings with 
Sundry, so as to lessen the risk of a fire spreading. The _ 
porter’s lodge at the female entrance gate has been enlarged, and 
live oottao-es are being erected for married attendants. 

POKTEANE ASTLUM.-The laying- out of the grounds and con- Portrane. 
creting terraces at this Asylum still continues. A new heating 
system has beea iatroduced into the temporary buildings. 

Sligo Asylum.— No important structural works were carried Shgo. 
out at this Asylum during the year, but a store for cancelled 
clothing was erected, and some improvements were made m the 
kiimliy. The water supply is reported to affoi;d insiiflicient 
pressum,andthe provision of a fire engine has, therefore, been 
Lgested. Once again we have to call attention to the uijnt 
necessity for additional accommodation to relieve the great ovci- 
crowding of this institution. 

Wateeeoed Asylum.— During the year an electric check w.terford.

As'^ pointed out in last year’s report, the diet scales of Irish 
District Asylums, although satisfactory in most instances as 
regards the amount of food given, and as regards its nutritious 
value, fall short owing to their want of variety, both in the kind 
of food and in the manner of cooking it. 

A comparison of the nutritious value of the animal food given 
in the different asylums is not easily made, nor is it an easy 
matter to compare the meat supply of one day with that of 
another, as the weight is given in nearly all cases as uncooked 
and with bone, although in a few cases, the bone is partially 
and in others almost entirely removed. Further, not only does 
the weight vary according to the manner of cooking, but it 
also, in some degree, differs according to the part of the carcase 
used and the quality of the meat. Animal food, however, does 
not form the most essential yoart of Irish Asylum dietaries, the 
nutritive value of which is based chiefly on the vegetable 
proteids. 

The great object in framing an asylum dietai'y should be to 
formulate a scale of food, having due regard to economy and to 
the habits and tastes which the inmates acquired in their om 
homes ; and in order that it should meet the wants of the various 
classes^ of the insane under treatment, it is necessary to make 
provision not only for giving special nutriment to the sick and 
infirm, but also for issuing extra food to meet the bodily wants 
of the working, as contrasted with the idle patients. The latter 
is provided for usually by giving extras at the various meals, 
such as tea, butter', extra bread, and extra meat. In most 
asylums extra meals are also given to those specially and con- 
stantly employed. 

Variet3p which is one of the most important elements in 
asylum dietaries is, unfortunately, little thought of. The inmates 
of an asylum are deprived of many of the diversities and 
pleasures of home life, and, therefore, more frequent changes and 
greater^ attractiveness in their food are colled for. With this 
object in view, special care should be paid to themamnerin 
which the food is cooked and served. 

Staff. 

Since the date of our last Report the vacaucy in the office of 
Resident Medical Superintendent at the Cork District Asylum 
has been filled by the appointment of Or. James J. FitzGerald, 
Resident Medical Superintendent of Carlow Asylum. He carries 
with him to the larger institution a well-deserved reputation for 
administrative ability of the highest order. 

In December last Dr. E. Taylor, the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent of Monaghan Asylum, was superannuated owing w 
failing health, after thirty-one years’ faithful service. He was 
succeeded by Dr. R. S. Donaldson, the Senior Assistant 
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Medical Officer of the Asylum, whose zeal and ability during his 

long service as an assistant, proved him to be highly qualihed — 

for the more responsible position. 

With great regret we have to record that Dr. G. W. Hatchell, 
theKesident Medical Superinteirdent of the Castlebar Asylum, 

(lied in April last, after a lengthened service. 

With great regret we have also to record that Dr, K. A. L,. 

Graham, junior Assistant Medical Officer of the Belfast Asylum, 
suecumbed, in February last, to an attack oi enteric fever, con- 
tracted in the discharge of his duties. The loss _ of this most 
promising officer, whose gentle manner endeared him to all with 
whom he came in contact, is one which is greatly to be deploreci, 
on scientific as well as . personal grounds, as his great skill and 
untiring zeal in the pmrsuit of pathological research, which we 
have frequently commended in our reports on the asylum, gave 
promise of results which might have proved far-reaching in their 
effect.

The number of patients resident in Dundrum A sylum at the 
end of 190G was 162, viz., 140 males and 22 females, as compared dumber 
with 160 (137 males and 23 females) at the end of 1905. 

The admissions (17) showed a decrease of 6 on the number for Admissions, 
the previous year, while the discharges numbered 11, as com- Discharges, 
paved -with 19*in the previous year. The decrease in the number 
of discliarges was (caused by a reduction in the number of trans- 
fers to District Asylums, which amounted to only 4 in 1906, as 
compared with 13 m 1905. The admissions include one patient 
who had been conditionally discharged under ^the provisions of the 
Act 1 Edwd. 7, GA]x 17, sec. 1, but whose discharge was revoked. 

The deaths were 4 in number, as compared with 3 in the Deaths, 
pi’evious year. All resulted from natural causes.

The general health of the patients has been good, and no acci- 
dent, suicide, or escape occurred during the year. 

An office has been erected at the gate lodge for the use of tie 
attendant on duty as gatekeeper. This is the only structural 
work carried out during the year, but the question of erecting a 
special block for refractory patients has been under consicleratiou. 

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial 
year 1905-6 was £43 4s. lOd. per patient, as compared with 
£42 12s. lid. in the previous year — showing an increase of 
11s. lid. 

Table II. (Appendix B) shows the various offence.? w'iih 
which the patients under detention were charged; Table Ill- 
shows the previous mental history of the patients ; Table If., 
the forms of their mental disease ; Table V., the manner in 
w'hich the patients dischai:ged during the year were disposed 
of; Table VI., the ages of patients ; Table VII., their educational 
condition; Table VIII., their social condition as to marriage;

PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH 
WORKHOUSES. 

On the 1st January, 1907, the pauper lunatics in Irish work- 
houses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th Sec. of the 
Act 88 and 89 Viet., cap. 07, who are included in the population 
of the District Asylums), numbered 3,128, viz.: — 1,210 males and 
1,918 females. 
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On the 1st January, 1906, the numbers were Males, 1,264 , _ 

females, 1,951 ; total, 3,215— showing a decrease ot 87 (o4 males 
and 33 females) in the twelve months. 

It is satisfactory to record a further decrease in the nunaber of 
the insane inmates of these institutions, which for the past three 
years has stood lower than at any trme since 1879. 

The number in each of the unions throughout Ireland is 
shown in Appendix D, which also includes 110 lunatics main- 
tained by contract with Committees of District Asylums, under 
the section above referred to.

The 35th section of the Act 5 and 6 Viet., cap. 123, requires 
the Inspectors-General of Prisons, as Inspectors of Lunatic — 
A-sylm-ns^ to report annually to the Lord Lieutenant, and to 
the Lord Chancellor, on the state and condition of the Private 
Asylums. This duty was transferred to the Inspectors oi 
Lunatics by the 23rd section of the Act 8 and 9 Viet., cap 10/. 
mr LorMip, as Lord Chancellor, has signified Your approval 
that our iteport under that section dealing with the state and 
condition of the several houses licensed under the Private Asylums 
Act, and the cave of the patients therein, shall he accepted as a 
tulfilment of the requirements referred to. We have, therefore, 
the honour of addressing this portion of our Report, together 
J'lth Appendix C, and the part of Appendix E which relates to ^ 
he Private Asylums and Institutions for the insane, to both 
oiu’ Excellency and Your Lordship. 
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aSIums, Ireland aceommodation for the insane who are able to 

— contribute towards their maintenance is provided — 

Classification. 

( 1 .) In licensed houses, of which there are twelve. 

(2.) In establishments, which may be denominated lunatic 
hospitals. These establishments are not kept for 
profit, and were originally endowed by private 
individuals. Of these there are four, viz. ; — Bloom- 
field ; St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. Edmonda- 
bury ; St. Vincent’s ; and the Stewart Institution. 

(3.) A certain number of private patients who are able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 


The number of licensed houses and lunatic hospitals continues 
the same as at the date of our last Keport. 

Statistics. ^ On 1st January, 1907, the number of patients resident in 
licensed hotise-s and lunatic hospitals was 845, of whom 390 were 
males, and 465 females. These figures show an increase of 27 
on the number resident on 1st January, 1906 — the males having 
increased by 11 , and the females by 16.

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year RBoove^j 
was 30-0, as compared with 39'9 in the previous year, while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 7'0, as compared with 5’2 in 1905. 


Two patients effected their escape during the year*, • a Escapta. 
male from the House of St, John of God, and a female from 
Highfield Asyl um. 

All the deaths were from natural causes — none having been 
the result of accident or suicide. suicides. 

As stated in previous reports, a number of the Asylums receive 
patients who enter voluntarily under conditions laid down by 
The majority of the,se cases only remain for a short time. 

Oa the 31st December last the total number of such voluntary 
hoarders fe.sident in all the Private Asylums and Institutions tor 
the insane was 22, viz. : — 13 males and 9 females. This shows a 
reduction in the number resident on the 31st December, 1905, 

'*'hieh was 29, viz. : — 21 males and 8 females. 
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Fifty-sixth Report on District, Criminal, 

In our Report for the year 1890, soon after we came into office, 
we called attention to the great wmnt in Ireland of provision for 
the cai’e of idiot and imbecile children, and of .some legislative 
enactment for their proper control and protection. We pointed 
out how hopeless it was to expect that anything could be done 
by private charity to establish Institutions for their care and treat- 
ment, and that the preamble of the Irish Church Act of 1869 
declared that the released Church Funds should be appropriated 
mainly to the relief of unavoidable calamity and suffering, and 
specially referred to imbecility as a suitable object on which 
these funds should be expended. 

Many other charities have since obtained as,sistanee, but 
no pait or these Funds has been devoted to the amelioration of 
the imbecile classes. 

During the past year this country has been visited by tlie 
Koyal Commission on the Care and Control of the Feeble-minded. 
Several of the members spent some time in inspecting a number 
ot the asylums and workhouses, and we can only hope that the 
etiorts of the Commission will re.sult in directing public attention 
to the wants of these afflicted classes. 

for using house o, April we. 111 Compliance with directions received 

as a private ^<^^dship, visited a house near .Lismore, County 

Wat'^i'iord, which, it was reported, was used as a Private Asylum 
being duly licensed. 

We there found two insane ladies, who were kept for profit, 
and^ upon whose condition we duly I'eported to Your Lordship. 
Acting on our Eeport, a prosecution was instituted against the 
pioprietress of the house, under the provisions of the Act 5 and 6 
Vic., cap. 123. 

When the case came on for hearing the defendant gave an 
undertaking that until her house be duly licensed in the manner 
diiected by the above-mentioned Act, she will not receive to 
board therein for payment more than one person suffering from 
insanity or other mental affection, and a further guarantee that 
if at any time she undertakes for payment the care of any person, 
she will notify us thereof within three days after the reception of 
such person. On giving this undertaking further proceedings 
ag’ainst the defendant were withdrawn. 

The two ladies who were kept in the house were subsequently 
removed elsewhere by their relatives. 

The following are some matters of interest or importance witb 
reference to each Lunatic Hospital and Licensed House . — 

Lujs’'atic Hospitals and Institutions foe thf Insane. 

Bloomfield.-— An addition has been made to the main female 
block. It contains a dayroom, bedrooms, bath, and lavatory. 
The work of enlarging the windows on the male side is now 
nearly completed. The arrangements for dealing with an out- 
break of fire have been reported as satisfactory by the Captain of

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the City Fire Brigade. He suggested that the water should be 
brought straight to the buildings from the outer mam, and this — 
suo-ghstion was carried out. We have further suggested the 
provision of a canvas chute for the detached house known as 
Swanbrook. 


St. Patbick-s Hospital and St. Edmondsbuey. - A 
library has been provided ; additions have been made to tne 3 ^^^,nond 8 - 
lavatory accommodation ; and new rooms have been erected tor 
the Assistant Medical Officer at St. Patrick’s. Some of the doors 
have also been relaid. At St. Edinondsbury a new villa has been 
erected for the accommodation of eight male patients it is 
admirably situated in the park, well lighted and nandsomeiy 
decorated and furnished. All the buildings on the estate have 


now been lighted by electricity. 

St.Vincent’s. — During the year the sanitary accommodations'" "Vincent 
in the older parts of the buildings has been remodelled. 

Stewart Institution. — The -water supply has been augmented 
by the provision of a turbine, and there is now reported to be 
sufficient pressure for dealing with an outbreak of fire. A good 
deal of painting and papering was carried out in the buildings 
during the year. 


Licensed Houses. 

Armagh Retreat. — Several windows have been enlarged in 
this Asylum, and we have suggested the continuation of this Retreat, 
work, as better ventilation is required in some parts of the 
buildings. The means of escape in case of fire are reported to 
be sufficient. 

Belmont Park. — The number for which this Asylum is Be’mont 
licensed has been increased from 50 to 65, and extensive alter- 
ations and additions to the accommodation are being made, so 
as to provide for the increased number. It is also proposed to 
reconstruct the existing sanitary annexe. An alternative exit 
in case of fire has been provided from the top story of the main 
building, in accordance with a suggestion made by us. A fire 
escape stairs from the end of the new block has also been erected. 

Carriglea. — The out-buildings which were converted into Canigiea- 
accommodation for patients paying low rates are now completed. 

The Asylum is lighted by electricity, and has a fair water supply 
from . the neighbouring hills. Alternative exits in case of fire 
are provided from most parts of the buildings. We have sug- 
gested the provision of additional dayroom space, in the event 
of further admissions. 

Elm La"wn. — T his House continues to be kept in good order. Elm Lawn. 

Farnhaai House and Maryville. — A chute fire escape has Eamham 
been provided during the year, and a great deal of painting, 
papering and re-carpeting of rooms has been carried out. Some 
new furniture has also been provided.

Hampstead and Highfield. — Additional .sanitary accommoda- 
tion lia,s been provided at Hamp, stead, and improvements have 
been made in the bathroom. New floors have been laid and 
new grates fitted in some of the rooms, and one of the cottages 
has been re-decorated. The heating apparatus has heei 
extended at Highfield, and some of the rooms have been re- 
decorated. 

Hartfield and Vervillb. — An additional dormitory to con- 
tain four beds has been erected at Hartfield, and we have directed 
the attention of the joroprietors to the necessity of giving the 
Clerk of the Peace notice of this addition to the accommodation, 
ill pursuance of the provisions of the 6th sec. of the Act 5 and 6 
Vic., cap. 123. Additional furniture is required for some of the 
rooms. The fire escape stairs on the west side of Verville lave 
been remodelled in accordance with suggestions made by us, and 
are now satisfactory. Some of the rooms in this House have 
been improved by painting and papering, and the supply of neiv 
furniture and carpets. 

Lindville. — The small chapel for Roman Catholic patients, 
which was referred to in our last report, has been completed, 

House of St. John of God. — An additional wing, contain- 
ing seven single rooms, has been erected at this Asylum. Additions 
have been made to the sanitary accommodation ; a good deal of 
painting and decorating has been done ; and, as an additional 
precaution in case of fire, the Asylum has been connected with 
the city by telephone. 

Woodbine Lodge. — This House continues to be kept in good 
order. 

Table No. II, (Appendix C) shows the number under treat- 
ment in all these Institutions during the year 1906, and the 
number remaining at the end of the year, and also, in the case 
of the licensed houses, the number for which each was licensed; 
Table No. III. shows the admissions, discharges, deaths and 
escapes during the year; Table No. IV. the probable causes of 
insanity in the patients remaining at the end of the year; Table 
No. V. the forms of mental disease in the cases admitted, re- 
covered, and died, and also in those remaining ; Table No. VI- 
the ages of the patients ; Table No. VII. their social condition 
as to marriage; and Table No. VIII. their previous professions 
or occupations. 

Our reports on the inspection of these licensed houses and 
other institutions will be found in Appendix E.

Only four deaths were recorded during the past year, all amongst 
the males. A Coroner’s inquest was held in each case, and the cause 

ofdeath was ascertained by examination. They were all 

due to inflammation of the lungs, either acute or chronic. The ages at 
death were forty-nine, fifty-eight, seventy-four, and eighty-one years, 
respectively. 

Fortunately, there is no record of any serious casualty, or accident, casualties, 
which, in a community composed, in part at least, of persons with very 
violent and dangerous proclivities, affords testimony of the tact and 
viplance of the members of the staff. 

The institution lias not been visited by any form of zymotic disease. 

The general health is, at present, excellent. iSlo one is confined to bed 

from bodily illness. There has, happily, been no attempt to escape. No escapes. 


The entries of restraint and seclusion show that two women have Restraint, 
been restrained by a camisole for forty-nine and 2,364 hours, respec- 
tively ; in one case to prevent self-injury, and, in the other, to prevent 
injury to others. Forty-six men and 15 women were secluded the 
men on 1,979 occasions for 18,246 hours, and the women on 893 ecusion 
occasions for 5,044 hours in all. At present four men and three 
women are secluded on account of violence and excitement, and two 
men may be said to be always kept apart by themselves in closed yards, 
on account of their dangerous propensities. 


One man suffers from general paralysis of the insane, six men and one General 
woman suffer from epilepsy, and five men and one woman are returned 
518 suicidal. suicidal cases. 


Eleven of these two latter classes sleep under constant supervision. 

The patients’ conduct in the dining hall was excellent. 1 he meal 
properly served, and due attention was paid to order and decency, 
Table-cloths, knives and forks ai*e provided. Improvement is called 
lor in the cooking of the meat, as some of it appeared to be tough. ^ 

The only change in the staff has been the death of one of the senior Staff, 
attendants, whose place has been filled by the appointment of a man 
who was doing duty as a temporary attendant. 

No additions have been made to the staff, and very few changes occur 
amongst the male attendants, who at present number twenty-six, 
mcluding artizans, &c .

The religious services wore carried out satisfactorily, there being Religious 
sixty-nine services for Roman Catholics, sixty-four for Protestants, and services, 
fifty-nine for Presbyterians.

As above shown, only three patients were in bed, and of these 
only one was seriously ill, but the number of beds found wet in the 
morning points to the necessity for more careful nursing on tlie 
part of the night staff. 

In the cases of four of the 39 deaths, since last visit^^ tlie cause 
was verified by post mortem examination, and in two cases the 
patients suffered from- bedsores at the time of death. 

One of the deaths resulted from extensive superficial burns, 
which were self inflicted by a female/ patient on the 26th July last, 
and to which she succumbed on the 31st idem. My colleague held 
an inquiry on oath regarding this case, but no evidence could be 
obtained as to how the patient procured the matches with which 
she set her clotlies on fire. 

In the report on the case we felt it our duty to comment on the 
fact that when it was discovered that the patient had sustained the 
burns, there was no medical officer in the asylum — the Assistant 
Medical Officer being absent on leave, and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent having gone to Belfast. 

We also called attention to certain irregularities which were 
disclosed at the inquiry, relative to the arrangements for making 
the beds, and keeping the bathroom doors locked wlien these 
rooms are not in use; the apportionment of responsibility amongst 
the staff; and the supervision of patients when at work in the 
wards. 

The only other casualty which occurred during the period under 
review was the fracture of the neck of the femur, sustained by ft 
female patient as the result of an accidental fall. 

No case^ of zymotic disease appeared since last visit; in no case 
was mechanical restraint used in the treatment of the patien i 
and only one (a female) was placed in seclusion. In this case 
patient was secluded for IJ hours.

Tlie sleeves of the dresses of the women who,’ were washing in the 
laundry appeared to be too tight, as the patients were unable to 
roll them up so as to prevent them from getting wet. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of Irish stew and 
bioth served^ from buckets, which were i^laced on the tables— a 
juethod of distribution which is not in accordance with modern 
ideas of serving food. 

The female refractory ward was, .as I have usually found it, in a 
very disorderly state, and at the time of my visit one patient had 
defecated in several places on the fioor. Practically all the turmoil 
was caused by two or three patients, in whoso cases, I think, an 
effort should be made to adopt individual treatment. 

In the new hospital block the patients were quiet and well be- 
haved, as they always are wdien they are afforded comfortable sur- 
roundings, and plenty of elbow room. 

The attic story of this building, which is now used for the. 
accommodation of patients, should be provided with an alternative 
exit in case of fire.

As pointed out in a previous report,^ this building is not heated 
at night — a state of affairs which is manifestly injurious to spitie 
of the patients, especially those suffering from acute illness. 

The two small isolation hospitals should be reserved for the pur- 
pose for wJiich they were built. At present they are used as 
ordinary accommodation, and the kitchen of the female hospital is 
used as a sleeping room for a female night attendant. 

In connection with the additional land which has recently been 
f irm b ir **-cquired, the Committee should consider the question of erecting . 
!md btocl/foi^^ farm-yard buildings, which are much required for the proper 
farm workera. u^^^nagement of the farm ; and, as the asylum is now greatly over-.' 

crowded, the erection of a block of simple construction for. the . 
accommodation of a number of farm workers, "would be an 
economical method of relieving the congestion in the main- 
buildings. 

A considerable amount of work has been carried out by the 
inmates of the asylum, in the construction and improvement of 
drains on the new land, and other farming operations. 

The laundry appliances, pumps, water and steam pipes, etc., 
have been overhauled, and renewed where necessary. 

Tile present method of disposing of the sewage is not altogether 
satisfactory, as in dry summer weather the stream into which it 
fiowa is apt to become offensive, amd it would, therefore, be 
desirable either to connect the present drains with the Town system, 
or to adopt some method of disposal by irrigation. 

Of the total number of inmates now in the asylum, in nine cases 
only are contributions towards maintenance received from relatives, 
or out of their own property— -the rates of payment ranging from 
£5 to £26 per annum.

There are now on the books the names of 1,383 patients, of whom 
833 are males and 650 females. 


Eight men and 4 women are classified as paying patients, and 20 
men and 1 woman as criminal lunatics — the cost of maintenance 
of the latter being defrayed by -the State. 

Of the total number of patients' on the register, 916 are primaiily 
chargeable to the County Galway, and 4 67 to the County Koscommoii 
At the time of the visit, two men and one wmman were absent on 
triiil. 

During the past 13 months, the numbers havo increased by 30, Overcrowding, 
so that the overcrowding becomes more apparent each year. 

As the estimated accommodation is only for 1,109, the rooms 
originally intended for dayrooms are by degrees becoming entirely 
occupied by beds, and the unfortunate inmates have hardly stand- 
ing room during the day. 

The Villa lately built is occupied by 20 laundry workers, and a ' 

new dayroom is being provided on the feniale side, but these addi- 
tions are in no way sufficient to cope with the overcrowding, which 
will soon tend to render the institution unmanageable, and to 
interfere seriously with the health of the inmates. 

Although the death rate has been low (amounting to only 5.3 T)eath rate, 
per cent, of the average number resident during 1905) the amount 
nf. zymotic disease, which appeared from month to month during Zymotic 
Ihe period under review, shows that an epidemic might at any disease, 
lime spread, with disastrous results, through the whole institution. 

During the past 13 months' there have been 16 cases of Enteric 
Fever j 2 of Dysentery j 10 of Diarrhoea, with one deaths 1 of 
Erysipelas; 22 of Tonsillitis; and 30 of Influenza. 

Only one Coroner’s Inquest was held. This case also formed the Death follnv.- 
siibject of a sworn inquiry. The patient, who had been extremely ing injuries, 
h’oublesome and violent during his stay in the asylum, was, before 
liis death, found to have sustained fractures of several ribs, ana 
lEe post mortem examination showed that seven on the right and 
lour on the left side had been fractured. 

Although it was found impossible to fix the blame upon any 
special attendant, we were obliged to conclude that more force had 
been used in dealing with the patient than was necessary. 

As the result of our Inquiry, we suggested that, in order to provision of 
guard against the occurrence of such lamentable cases in future, padded rooms, 
padded rooms should be provided on each side of the institution, 
aud the Committee decided to adopt our suggestion, and therefore,

One woman is kept in bed, suffering from extreme excitement, 
and one man is under restraint on account ofl his violence towards 
the attendants. Since the date of the last report two men have' 
been restrained by a camisole for 60 and 36 hours, respectively, 
to prevent tliem from injuring themselves or others. One man is 
returned as having been secluded on two occasions, for 3 hours in 
all. 

The patients, as far as their overcrowded condition allows, 
appear to be well looked after. Their dress and personal appear- 
ance have been greatly improved. Both men and women are well 
dressed; .their clothing is of good material; and much praise is 
due to the Matron for . the attention given to the women’s gowns. 
The importance of attention to the clothing of the insane is under- 
estimated. Few things have more influence in promoting good 
behaviour, and sane modes of thought. 

The conduct of both men and women at the mid-day meal was 
quiet and orderly. The dinners in the dining hall and in the 
hospital were served with proper attention to regularity, order, 
and decency. 

The scale of dietary laid down would a\ppear to be liberal and 
suitable to the tastes of the inmates, and the provisions obtained 
under contract are of good quality. 

Excellent bread is now baked in the Bakery lately erected; the 
cattle are killed on the premises; and part of the milk is supplied 
from the farm. 

The returns of employment show that every effort has been made 
to afford healthy occupation for the men, in the open air. At the , 
time when such work was most available, 418 men were engaged at 
various forms of labour on the farm, or attending to the cattle, 
while some were engaged in breaking stones, picking hair, and 
lielping in the shops. In all, excluding bed-makers, 57 per cent, 
of the men, and 38 per cent, of the women find some useful work 
to do. 

An Upholsterer, who is able to engage a number of the men in 
making mattresses, has now been added to the staff. 


Laundry. The laundry has been for a long time ill-equipped for carrying 

on the washing of so large an establishment, where such quantities 
of clean linen are required for daily use. Attempts have been 
made from time to time to increase its efficiency, but unfortunately ^ 
without adequate success. Much more extensive measures are noi' 
called for, and, with this view, estimates for the proper equipmen 
of a laundry commensurate with the requirements of the institution 
should be obtained from firms who make the fitting up of suci 
laundries a speciality. It is understood that the Committee have 
this matter under consideration at present. 
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Hans have been prepared for the erection of three attendants 
oottages, for the use of some of the male staS. 

The staff of day attendants now consists of 13 Charge and 43 
ordinary attendants, and of 10 Charge and 36 ordinary nurses— 
giving a ratio of one attendant to over 14 male patients, and ot 
one nurse to 12 females. There are now 7 men and 6 women on 
duty at night. Having regard to the increasing number of 
patients, it is satisfactory to find that, the staff for duty both by 
day and night is being strengthened. The overcrowding renders 
it a matter of great difficulty to properly care supervise 

individual patients. Thirty-four of the male and 20 of the female 
staff now hold the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association 
for proficiency in mental nursing. 

Forty-five per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their 
religious duties. The Catholic Chaplain attends daily, and the 
Protestant Chaplain also attends frequently. 

The Chaplains’ books are carefully kept, including the returns 
ot attendance at funerals, in accordance with the Regulations. 

The Case-books are written up to date, but additional notes are 
now required in some of the old cases, especially in the records of 
the male cases.

BELFAST DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

During the period wliiGh has elapsed since the last report on j^gp^^ted on 
this asylum was written, much has been done at Purdjsbuiu in igthandHtIr 
completing and equipping the Villas Nos. 4 and 6, which are now Nov., Jfi05. 
occupied by 50 patients each. The grounds have been Completion of 

around them, and furnished with garden seats, and roads have villas, 
been made connecting the buildings already erected with each other, 
and with the main road. 

A work of great magnitude and importance has also been steadily pjwei 

progressing, viz. : — the structural operations necessary for the con- 
version of the old mill into a Hydro-Electric Power Station. 

Extensile alterations have been made in the course of the stream, 
and reservoirs have been constructed, so as to obtain the power 
necessary for driving the turbines. 

From these it is proposed to obtain the power required for the 
lighting of the future colony, and for pumping part of the water 
supply. 

Purilysburii House has been oomiocted with the City Sewerap 
3,vstem’ by laying 0~>0 yards of 9 inch sewer pipes along the uiaui - 
iiveuuc, with ventilating shafts, iiispootioii chambers, etc. Ihe 
avenue has also been re-made.

Kingdom, have now decided on the block plan of the future build- 
ings, which will consist of. villas designed for the treatment of the 
various forms of . insanity, with the necessary administrative 
departments. When, the' preliminary arrangements have .been 
settled, plans will be prepared for a portion of .the future colony, 
and' when these have obtained the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, 
contracts will be entered into for carrying out the necessary build- 
ing operations. 

There are at present on the books of the institution the names of 
1,114 patients. (514 males and 600 females). . These are distributed 
as follows, viz. 273 men and 379 women reside at the old asyliiin 
in Belfast; 230 men and 170 women are living in the Villas and 
Manor House at Purdysburn; whilst 11 men and 51 women are 
boarded out, under the provisions of section 9 of the Act 38 & 39 
Vic. cap. 67, at the Ballymena Workhouse.

These numbers show a decrease of 12 men and an L/crease of 3 
women. 


It is interesting to note that of the 242 admissions, 197 were sent 
in under the Statutory Rules. 

The death rate amounted to 8.4 per cent, of the daily average 
number of patients on the register during the year 1905.. 

In no case was a Coroner’s Inquest considered necessary, norye.re 
any of the deaths from other than natural causes. 

In 23 cases, or in 22.8 per cent., the cause of death was verified 
by post mortem examination. In 17 cases, or in almost 17 pei 
cent, of the total number, the cause of death was General Paralysis 
of the Insane, and there are at present 11 men and 3 women under 
care suffering from this disease, while only in 9.9 per cent, ivas 
death due to Tuberculosis. 

These statistics show how much the types of disease differ in this 
asylum from those recorded in similar institutions in the rura 
districts of Ireland. 

The serious casualties since last visit were:' — 

(1) . Fracture of both bones of the leg, from a fall in one case, 

and , 

(2) . Self-inflicted amputation of the terminal phalanx of 

right thumb, in another case. 

The only forms of zymotic disease which; visited the asylum 
Erysipelas, which attacked 6 men and 12 women, and a fe'V cases 
of Influenza. 
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Although the asylum afc Belfast continues -to be much over- Belfast. 
cro^vded, and to provide very antiquated accommodation, the wards Asylum. 
are well furnished, and- are provided with all those surroundings, General condi- 
such as books, papers, plants, and musical instruments, which tend 
so much to interest and amuse the insane, and to distract their 
minds from their own morbid thoughts. 

All the rooms are well warmed, and, though crow^ded, are very 
comfortable. 

The dormitories also provide excellent sleeping accommodation, 
in which the ventilation has of late been greatly improved by the 
opening of the doors leading to the fire-escape stairs. 

At Purdysburn the Villas now in use aSord examples of the most Purdysburn 
modern and most liberal ideas of the proper treatment of the insane. 

In these comfortablly and elegantly furnished houses, every effort is 
made to remove these curtailments of personal liberty usually met 
with— even in modern institutions for the insane. The doors are 
always open — no keys are required to< go from one room to another 
—and the windows' open up and down to their fullest extent, with- 
out let or hindrance. In each Villa the cooking is done by one of 
the nurses, assisted by the patients, and the homely Simoundings 
which prevail at the meals, as compared with the routine and 
discipline of a public dining hall, must add much to the happiness 
of the inmates. • - ■ 

During the visit, the behaviour of the patients was excellent. Conduct. 

Both men and women were well dressed and their personal appear- 
ance did much credit to the staff. 

There is no entry of any resort to mechanical restraint during restraint.. 
the period under review. One woman, on account of her peculiarly Seclusion, 
dangerous prcpensities, was secluded on 9 occasions for 35 hours in 
all. 

Employment is found for all the patients who are at Purdysburn, Employment, 
and, excluding bed-makers, for 51 per cent.’ of the men, and! for 
62 per cent, of the women at Belfast. Two hundred and fifty-three 
men are engaged at agricultural labour. 

More than 60 per cent of the patients are able to attend to their Religious 
religious duties. Three services are held, at Purdysburn, and three '«»'iistration. , 
at Belfast each Sunday, by the six Chaplains, who are most zealous

There are to-day 465 patients (250 men and 215 -wonien) on the 
register of this asylum. No one is absent on probation or on pass. 
The patients are wonderfully free from excitement, and the tran- 
quillity and good behaviour in all the wards are much to be com- 
mended.

These figures show an increase of 12 men and 15 women during 
the last 13 months. This increase in the numbers is due princi- 
pally to the admission of chronic cases from the workhouses of the 
district, and to the low death rate. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1905 was only 6.6 — that for all the Irish District Asylums 
being 7.7 — and the mortality for this year still continues low. 

The causes of death call for no special comment. All were from 
the diseases usually found amongst the insane. In 11 cases, or in 
31.4 per cent, of the total number, the cause was verified by post 
mortem examination. Tubercular disease was returned as the 
cause in 14 per cent, of the cases, bub this disease does not appear 
to be so prevalent in tliis institution as in some of the other Irish 
Asylums. 

General Paralysis of the Insane was the cause of death in three 
cases, but at present there is no patient in the house suffering from 
this disease. 

There has been no Inquest, nor has the institution been visited by 
any epidemic disease, with the exception of one case of Varicella, 
during the period under review. 

The serious casualties which occurred since the last visit were 
two dislocations of bones, sustained through accidental falls; a 
fracture of a rib, resulting from a kick given by au attendant; 
and a scalp wound sustained by a patient who was pushed agains 
a door by’ an attendant. The attendants concerned in the two latk^' 
cases were at once dismissed. 

TIio general liealth of the patients is good. Only four are con 
fined to bed from bodily disease, and three owing to excitemen 
Thirty-seven, or 8 per cent, sutler from Epilepsy, and 20 are 
returned a.s suicidal. Both these latter classes are under cun 
tinuous observation both by- day and night. 

Since last visit, three female patients have been secluded on 39 
occasions for a total period of 163 hours, and one man (a 
admission) was restrained for 10 hours on account of his ex re 
violence. He has since made a good recovery. 
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The visit left a favourable impression regarding the careful Carlow 
and efficient management of the institution. The condition of the 

ents was highly satisfactory. The clothing of both sexes was Efficient 
‘neat and tidy in appearance. management. 

The day being Friday, fish was given for dinner. Almost 
llie patients— no matter how troublesome— are now' brought to the 
diiiingruoin. The male dining-room is, therefore, overcrow’ded, 
blit the service of the meal, and the behaviour of the patients were 
excellent. In the female dining-room some of tlie patients required 
, ^rcat deal of attention, but tiic behaviour of all waa quiet and 
orderly. All the tables were sniiplied with glass tumblers, knives, 
forks, and tablecloths. 

Tho dietary scale is suitable and liberal. Bacon is given twice 
and lisli twice during tlie week for dinner. All the provisions which Provisions, 
we seen appeared to be of excellent quality. 

The wards and dormitories xvere in excellent order, the dayrooms Comlitiou of 
being particularly bright, and well supplied with plants and 
jiictiires. 

The beds and bedding xvere in a satisfactory condition, and the Beds, 
bedclothiiig appeared to be sufficient]}- heavy for this season of the 
year. 

Over 80 per cent, of the patients arc able to attend to the niinis- Religions 
trations of religion according to their respectivo creeds. On last imnistration. 
Sunday 354 went to Mass, and 20 to the Protestant Service. 

The returns of tho employment shoxv that, omitting patients Employment, 
employed as ward helpers, 71 per cent, of the men and 53 per cent, 
of the women find some useful work to do. One hundred and 
twenty-five men are at work on the farm; 9 in the carpenters; 10 
iti the tailor’s : and 7 in the shoemaker’s shop. This high per- 
centage of patients industriously employed deserves to be com- 
mended. 

The Committee have just concluded the purchase of an additional Acquisition of 
plot of land, which will provide increased means of occupation, 
facilitate the economical working of the institution. 

During the wear various structural improvements have been Structural 
curried out by the asylum staff. impro\ement.'< 

A further addition to the accommodation has been made by the 
removal of the partition walls of six single rooms on the female side, 
i'Ddby the conversion of the space thus obtained, together with the 
adjoining corridor, into a large dormitory. A dayroom was also 
Enlarged by adding to it the space occupied by two single rooms 
^nd a corridor. The windows of the rooms thus obtained w'ere 
enlarged, and steel girders were inserted to support the roof and 
oMniney shafts. Louvres were constructed in the kitchen and 
diningroom sculleries, in order to improve the ventilation.

Hospital Ihese wards have polished floors, and thev are rendered bright ami 
blocks. cheerful by large windows.

accommo a- re-iiiodelled, ^and the fittings in the various sanitary annexes are 
now most suitable for an institution of the kind. 

Improvement Amongst other impravements on the male side may bo nieiitioued 
of day-room, the fitting up of one of the back dayrooms with new window frames, 
thus affording better light and ventilation, and converting, a room 
which was formerly dark and dismal into a briglit and cheery 
apartment, which- cannot but benefit the insane. 

New dining- Perhaps the greatest improvement has been the provision of a 
diningroom, which is a well designed and commodious aparl- 
ment. Anyone who remembers the old diningrooms, crowded 
noisy and disorderly patients, might bring this new room for'vani 
as an object lesson of what can be don© to imyorove the iiisnue, hy 
providing them with suitable accommodation, and by taking ® 
little interest in their welfare.

Every praise is due-to Dr: Ellison, and to the staff for the trouble 
and patience which they have expended ih training thd 
such habits of order and regularity, which must certainly tend to 
their mental improvement. At the same time attention must he 
called to the fact that in this beautiful hall, wliere so great efforts 
H^antof tabic- have been made to improve the habits of the insane, neither table- 
aad'forkr'^^ cloths, knives, nor forks are provided. These home accessorie^ 
^ are necessary, if it is hoped to retain habits of decency amongst 

the inmates. . - • 

The' Committee and their Architect are* certainly to* Be congr®tn 
lated on the successful completion of the 'plans for the exteusroni^ 
the asylum, and on the improvement! to the institution' which a® 
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resulted; and although they have cost the district a considerable 

sum of money, the improvements which have taken place in this — , ’ 

large establishment, and the change for the better which has 

occurred amongst the insane- show how necessary the outlay was.- - 

There are to-day on the books of the asylum, the names, of 703 Statistics, 
patients— 443 nren. and 260 women. Of these, 9 are criminal 
lunatics supported by the State. 

The changes since the last visit in November, 1905, comprise 11.5 
admissions (61 men and 54 women) ; 5-4 discharges ; and 32 deaths 
(11 men and 21 women). As compared with the numbers in the 
asylum in November last, these figures show an increase of 29 
patients, viz. : — 22 men and 7 women. 

The great preponderance of the male, as compared with the 
female ser, amongst the admissions and immbers resident is worthy 
of note, as well as the very low mortality amongst the meri 2 9 
per cent, of the daily average number resident, as compared with Death rates. 
8.8 amongst the women, during the year 1905. This is just the 
opposite of the statistics of other countries, where the number ot 
females in asylums is usually greater and the mortality amongst 
them is lower than that amongst thei males. 

Over 40 per cent, of the deaths resulted from Tuberculosis, while 
one was due to Enteric Fever. Zymotic 

During the year, two patients and one nurse have been attached disease, 
with this latter disease, and it is here right to call the attention 
of the Committee t-o the number of suspicious cases with feverish 
symptoms, which have latterly occurred, and to impress on them the 
importance of allowing no further delay to taka place in dealing 
with the disposal ot the sewage. It would appear that iii July last P 
the mutter was postponed for sii; months, but at anyj moment an 
outbreak of Enteric Fever may occur ; and, in order that the Com- 
mittee— who have always taken so lively an interest in the manage- 
ment of the institution and the welfare of the insane— may relieve 
themselves of any responsibility in the matter, it would be well to 
have this important work completed. 

The general health of the institution is at the present time, how^ Health, 
ever, wonderfully good— only 12 men and 5 women being conhned 
to bed. 


There is no case of General Paralysis, and only 29 patients, or 4 
per cent, of the total number, are returned as suHeriiig trom 
Epilepsy. 

The serious casualties reported since last visit are three in 
number, viz.: — 


(1). Fracture of the left ulna, said to have resulted from a 
blow of a, sweeping brush, inflicted by a temporal y 
attendant, whose services were dispensed with. 


(2) . Rupture of left eyeball, the result of a blow given by a

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During the visit, a patient! complained that she had been struck 
and her head cut by a blow of a key given by a nurse. The nurse, 
Assault on who was only doing temporary duty, admitted having given the 
en'ale patient. blow. She appeared to have very little idea of her responsible 
position, and is, therefore, unfit to have charge of the insane. 

The staff at present consists of 8 Charge Attendants and 21 
Ordinary Attendants, on the male side, and of 5 Charge and 11 
Ordinary Nurses on the female side — giving a proportion on the 
male side of one attendant to 15, patients, and* on the female side 
of one to 16. 

An additional Charge Nurse, and two ordinary nurses have been 
added to the female staff, but it is still somewhat below the usual 
ratio. 

One attendant was, as already stated, dismissed for assaulting a 
patient, 

Ihe Committee, in selecting candidates for appointment, should 
lake into consideration their physical qualifications. Height is a 
most important matter, and a fixed standard' should be laid down 
for all candidates for these positions. 

Duiing tlio visit the patients were very quiet and well behaved. 
On tlio male side the personal appearance and tidiness of the men 
IS somewhat improved. On the female side the condition of the 
women, as regards cleanliness, and the tidiness of their dress, 
reflects much credit on the Head Nurse,. Miss Macaulay. 

ihe returns of employment show that, exclusive of patients em- 
ployed at bed-making, 39 per cent, of the men, and 54 per cent, of 
the women are engaged at some useful wmrk. There are few 
institutions possessing greater facilities for outdoor labor than 
Castlebar Asylum. There is work to be done in improving the 
soil on the farm, and in raising the ground at the back of the 
asylum, whicli -would give employment to all the male patients for 
years to come. 

llicre still appear to be constant complaints as to the quality of 
the 2 )rovisions siqijjlied by contract, and such complaints will, it is 
feared, continue so long as the goods are tendered for at such low 
prices. 

leihaps the Committee would try the experiment of having the 
cattle killed on the premises, and by this means insure the supply 
of sound meat. 

Tho Stoiekeci3er, Mr. Boland, is deserving of much praise for 
the constant attention to the quality of the provisions, and lus 
fearlessness in calling attention to any departure from thg 
contracts. 

About 43 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to tlieir 
leligious duties, and the Chaplains are constant in their attendance.

During the past year the Villas recently erected at this asylum have Inspected on 
been completed and furnished, and there is now nothing to prevent 12^bDeeeniber, 
their early occupation except the want of some means of artihcially — 
lighting them. The Committee have had this matter under con- Completion of 
sideration for some time past, and have decided to light both the -Niila-s. 
parent asylum and these buildings by electricity. The plans for Lighting, 
carrying out the work have not, however, yet been completed, and, 
even if taken in hands at once, tho work would take some time to 
finish. Having regard to the overcrowding which exists in both of 
tile main houses, and to the wretched accommodation on the male 
side, it would seem advisable that steps should be taken to provide 
some- temporary illumiuaiit for those villas, pending the suppl}' of 
the electric plant. 

The weather at the time of the visit was very severe, so that all 
the inmates were confined to the house. 

The present condition of the men is certainly not satisfactory, Overcrowding 
crowded together as they are, the recent and acute with the noisy 
and turbulent, presenting scenes in some of the dayrooms not now 
common in modern asylums. It is to be hoped that when the new 
villas are occupied, the acute cases will at once be removed to more 
suitable surroundings, and that the crowding in these rooms will 
as far as possible, reduced. 

It is, however, necessary that the Committee, ^yho have always 
shown such interest in tlie insane, should keep in view the im- treatment'* 

portant fact that the old building— probably the oldest now in use acute cases; 

in Ireland as an asylum, and which was originally designed as an 
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Clonmel almshouse only-can never be made suitable for the treatment of 
^LL.M. acutely insane, and therefore, that, as time goes on 

the work of providing more modern accommodation should *not be 
lost sight of. As it is, it is to be lioped that, as soon as the oppor- 
tunity offers, the dayroom in the lower «tory of this male house will 
tVorkshops cease to be used as such, and that the space thus set free will be 

requirec. converted into workshops, wliich are at present so miicli needed for 

the further employment of the male patients. 

In addition to the completion of the villa buildings, manv other 
works have been carried out during the year. 


Koads have been constructed, and a store-house and. gateway have 
been erected on the new farm, which has been connected wHh the 
parent asylum by a bridge over the public road. Piping 1ms also 
been laid down to the new female block, and new fire hydrants have 
been provided. Five new boilers have been installed in the hitchen, 
and some single rooms have been refioored. In addition, the male 
house has been coloured, and the female hospital and chapel have 
been painted. 


accomifi necessary to call attention, from year to year, to the crying 

lion for staff, at this asylum of suitable accommodation for the staff. The 

Committee should themselves look at the dormitory in the front of the 
female house, where 11 nurses have to sleep. The beds in this room 
are so close together that there is hardly room to get between them. 


That young girls joining the asylum service should have to live 
under such conditions is certainly not beneficial to tliein, and cannot 
serve to attract suitable candidates to the staff, or tend Ic induce 
those who prove themselves competent to remain. 

So pressing is the need of house room for the felnale staff, that 
the Committee should at once take steps to erect a concrete building 
at the rere of the female house, to provide accommodation for about 
twelve nurses.

The diet scale in this asylum provides 6 ounces of Beef foi each 
patient on two days a week ; 6* ounces of Bacon on three days ; and 
1 pint Ox-head soup for males, and 1 pint of Milk for females on 
one day. When allowance is made for loss in cooking and bone, 
tliQ amount of. beef might be considered small, but the quantity ^ot 
bacon and vegetables, including potatoes, makes up for this. Fish 
is given on Fridays, and the dietary would certainly seem most 
suitable to the wants and ta-stes of the patients. 


All the articles of food provided by contract appeared to be o ProMsions, 
good, quality, with the exception of the bntter, which smelt some- 
wbat strongly. . 

As regards emplovment, deducting those only employed as bed- Emplo}ment, 
*i‘s, .37 per cent! of the men and 50 per cent, of the women are 
at work. Of course in this inclement weather not many can be 
employed out of doors, but every effort— especially having regard 
to the crowded condition of the male dayrooms— ought to be made 
to find useful work for the men. The new farm, which was pro- 
'■ifiedby the Committee for this yery purpose, should afford work 
for at least double the number at present engaged at field labour. 

An upholsterer’s shop would afford a useful means of enqdoying 
many old men. A greater number might also l>e employed in the

Cases of Enteric Fever continue to occur — ten having been re- Zymotic 
ported during the period under review. Five of these cases ended 
fatally. There were also nine cases of Dysentery, principally 
amongst the females, and two of them proved fatal. Three female 
patients suffered from Erysipelas, and a member of the male staff 
from Scarlatina. 

The causes^ of death in 35 of the 130 cases which occurred since Autopaiei. 
last visit were verified byi post mortem examinations, and in two 
cases Coroner’s Inquests were held. The particulars of these cases 
are as follow : — 

On the 11th May, a male patient (J.F.), exhausted from acute Death of 
mania and refusal of food, collapsed while being artificially fed, patienMWiile 
and died almost immediately. The Coroner’s Jury returned a ver- g^tifkiaUv. 
diet in accordance with the facts. 

We also held an investigation on oath, as tlie result of which we 
found that the patient, while in the asylum, had received the care- 
ful and judicious treatment which his case demanded. 

In the second case the patient (M.C.), also a male, was severely Death accele. 
scalded when being bathed on the 1st March, and died four days rated by 
after from General Paralysis of the Insane — death having been 
accelerated by the scalding. 

The Coroner’s Jury found a verdict accordingly, and added that 
the scalding was due to the culpable negligence of two attendants. 

We held an Inquiry on oath regarding the case, and, while we 
concurred in the finding of the Jury as; to the culpability of one of 
the attendants, we expresed the opinion that the other attendant 
not to blame. We, however, pointed out that some responsi- 
hility attached to the Charge Attendant of the ward where the

The serious but non-fatal casualties which were reported during 
the period under review were six in number, viz. : — three fractures 
of bones as the result of being knocked down b}'- other patients 
in two cases, and as tlie result of an accidental fall in the 
third ; a partial dislocation of the collar bone, as the result of 
a fall out of bed ; the destruction of a portion of a female patient’s 
eyeball with her nails r and an abscess of tlie abdominal wall of a 
male patient, caused by his passing a piece of blackthorn twig into his 
urethra.

The death rate has been heavy— 15.2 per cent, of the averaK 
number resident during 1906, or almost double the death rated 
lush District Asylums, but this is to be expected, having regard to 
the clas.s ot people collected here-the broken down, decrepit, aaJ 
worn out by old standing brain disease and, physical ailments. 

Uorty-two of the deaths, or 38 per cent., were due to Corisunratioa. 
Ill no case was death due to violence or accident, nor was a Coroiieri 
iiique«t considered necessary in any case. 

In none of the deaths was the cause verified by post morten 
examination. ■' 

The only zymotic disease which visited the institution has beei 
one case ot continued fever, and four cases of Erysipelas. 

The serious, but non-fatal casualties numbered four. Three of 
these were fractures of the tliigh, caused in one case by slipping oS 
a chair in the day-room, and in two cases by being thrown down 
by other patients. Tho fourth casualty consisted of a wound of 
tlie temple and nose caused by a blow of a goblet thrown by another 
male inmate, dhe minor injuries, so far as the records sho«, 
would ajopear to have greatly decreased, and to be now' feiv in 
number. 

Iseitlier restraint nor seclusion has been resorted to during the 
period under review. 

iwo patients, a man and a woman, attempted to escape. The 
man was absent for one night, and the w'oman for 12 nights. 

At the time of the visit, 16 patients w'ere found in bed— 6 of 
these from serious illness; 9 from old age or minor ailments, and 
1 on account of mental excitement. 

The patients were found to be very quiet and well behaved, and 
none made any complaints except with reference to their detention. 

The men were dressed in tweed suits— some with corduroy 
1 ousel s. Some of the women had red flannel dresses, wliich looted 
leiy bright others had cotton gowns. The latter niaterial is easil.v 
M ashed, and, therefore, useful for the class of patients here, but not 
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nsually considered sufficiently warm for winter wear. 1 asked the 

Manager, however, to have the body clothing of some of the women Asylum. 

weighed The weight, exclusive of boots, with the flannel dress, — 

was from 11 lbs. 14* ozs. to 13 lbs. IS ozs. With the cotton dress 

the weight was 10 lbs. 14J ozs. to 12 lbs. 16 ozs. This is not below 

the weight of -women’s clothing in such institutions. 

The bedding was good and kept in excellent order. The bed 
covering in one case, consisting of three blankets and a quilt, vl&s 
found to weigh 20 lbs., which is not below the usual average. 

White quilts are used in the Infirmary. This is important in a 
department where cleanliness has to be strictly maintained. 

The wards were in good order, clean and well kept, but would * 
be improved by a few pictures and objects of interest. 

The lavatories were clean and free from smell, but it is un- 
fortunate that in the first instance the walls were not cemented tor 
a few feet from the floor, as rough walls must collect all manner of 
dirt. When possible, these walls should be made smooth. 

The dinner w^as served in the diningrooms, with proper older 
and decency. Clean tablecloths were provided, and the patients 
were quiet and well-behaved. ^ 

The meal consisted of minced meat, vegetables, and potatoes. Dietarj 


Eight ozs. of Beef is given on two days; 7 ozs. of Bacon on one, 
and, on three other days, soup. Tim soup contains about 4 ozs. o 
meat for each patient. On Friday only Coffee and Bread are given. 
In all about .35 ozs. of Meat, uncooked and with bone, is given in 
the week. The Manager states that each patient get-s, she thinks, 
about .5 ounces of mince on Meat days. If this is the case, it wou ( 
show that great care is exercised, as meat is generally said to lose 
over 40 per cent, in bones, cooking, and serving. 


Potatoes and vegetablas arc given on Meat days and bread on 
the other days. If it could be done economically, potatoes might 
be given more frequently with advantage. 

During the past year much has been done to improve the institn- 
hon, and tliat in a way most beneficial to the welfare of the 
patients, hy affording them the means of useful employment, and of 
rousing their mental energies to take an interest in their surround- 
ings. With this view, a -very commodious and useful workshop, has 
been built of wood, aflording means of occupation to a large number 
nf inmates. Here were found a number of men at work— 4 as 
cwpenters, 16 as tailors, and 10 as shoemakers, and one man was 
knitting stockings with a machine.

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As yel) fclis road round tlio estate has not been completed and 
owing to the severity of the weather, outdoor exercise has not betn 
very regular of late, and indeed the limited space provided iiith 
aii-iiig courts can afford little scope for exercise of any kind,, i 
lawn IS liowever, being laid out for the patients’ use, and the him 
are working at the road. When these are completed, it is to i» 
hoped that all the patients who are able to move will be got out. 

One of_ the most important steps towards improvement has been 
the planting of trees and shrubs round the grounds and walks, illl 
who have over visited the asylum will recognise the importance o! 
providing shelter in this wind-swept locality, and it is suggesld 
that the planting should be sufficiently thick, so that the sliruk 
should afford shelter to each other. 

A useful glass house and potting shed have been put up by tlie 
labourof one of the patients. These will afford pleasure and iiitel 
to many. 

It is proposed to erect a new diningroom for the men, utilisin'! 
the existing room for the women. This will afford more space for 
the service of the meals. 

Additional bathrooms and lavatories are also to be provided. 

I he great want at the i present time ig' a water supply adequate 
for the needs of the inmates, and with sufficient pressure to guard 
the building against an outbreak of fire. 

Unfortuiiately, at present, the water supply is inadequate even 
for domestic purposes, and would be useless in the event of fire- 
a perilous state iii which to leave so- many helpless beings. Tbe 
Committee, it is understood, have the matter under consideration. 

There appears also to be constant complaints as to the disposal of 
the sewage. Situated, as the institution is, at so great a heigW, 
there ought not to be much difficulty in obtaining a means of getting 
rid of the effluent from the drains. 

The staff has been increased by the addition of a head and tbiee 
ordinary male attendants, and now consists of a Head Attendant, 

2 Charge, and 8 ordinary attendants; and, on the female side, of 
1 Charge and 6 ordinary attendants. The Sisters have been im 
creased by two, and tliey practically do all the official work of tbe 
institution. 

The night staff consists of on© female and two male attendants, 

The Tisiting Physician, according to the Daily Statement Book, 
attends two hours daily, and, when absent, his place is taken by ^ 
locum tenens.

A contract has been entered into for the re-construction of the 19^. . 
f;ewerage system, and a new main sewer has been laid outside the fjegp„g(ructr6n 
asylum building. It is now proposed to construct bacteria beds seAverage 
for dealing with the effluent before it is discharged from the asylum system, 
{'rounds. 


The water supply to the institution has always been a cause of Water supply, 
anxiety, and much time and labour have been expended in seeking 
for an adequate supply. A contract for boring a well has been 
entered into, and this work is now commenced. It is. questionable Precaiitlon.s 
whether the supply of xvater thus obtained -will ever be sufficient against fire* - 
for dealing with an outbreak of fire, and ih must be admitted that 
at present the available pressure is not in any way adequate for 
the protection of the buildings in the event of a fire. The Com- 
mittee are, however, aware of this, and have provided alter native 
exits, by fire-escape stairs, from all parts of the buildings. 

The gas-works have been entirely reconstructed, and now provide Eeconstniciion 
an adequate supply of light to all parts of the institution. ofgaaivorkb. 


The structural alterations which were rcconmiended to be carried Remodellmg of 
out in the old building, embracing the re-construction of the day- 
room for the more troublesome men, have now been completed, 
with the greatest advantage to the patients occupying this day- 
room, on whom the improved surroundings have had a humanising 
and tranquillising effect, resulting in peace and order. 

Having regard to the great advantages which have resulted from 
this work, perhaps it may l:>e suggested that similar iinprovemeiits 
might be' made in the epileptic dayroom underneath, therein' 
affording more space, better surroundings, and improved ventila- 
tion. 


The conversion of the old farm buildings into workshops for the Converjion of 
employment of the patients has been taken in hands, and will be 
carried out entirely by the labour of the staff. This is a w-ork of 
great importance for the benefit of the insane inmates, and it is to 
be hoped that these shops will not alone provide additional means 
of employment, but will also tend to the economical working of the 
institution. It will be necessary, wdien carrying out the proposed 
alterations in these buildings, to provide a water closet and lava- 
tory in connection with them.

tion. Of tlie total admissions since last visit, 57 cases were 
received under the Forms prescribed by the Statutory Rules; one 
was a discharged soldier committed under the Army Act 1881, sec, 
91 ; and 60 were committed as dangerous lunatics under the Act 30 
& 31 Vic. cap. 118, sec. 10. 

Amongst the patients resident, contributions on behalf of 21 
men and 22 women are received towards their maintenance. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1905 was 8.1. No death since last visit was the result of 
suicide or accident, and in no case was a Coroner’s Inquest con- 
sidered necessary. In 22 cases, or in about 45 per cent, of the total 
number, the cause was verified by post mortem examination. In 
six cases, or in 12 per cent,, death wasf due to' General Paralysis 
of the Insane, and at present 8 males and/ 1 female are suffering 
from that disease. In 7 cases, or in 14 per cent, death w'as caused 
by Tubercular Disease, No death is returned as due to Dysentery, 
but 4 male patients were attacked with this disease during the 
3^ear. These cases had suffered from previous attacks. The 
Medical Staff is to be congratulated on the immunity from this 
latter disease during the past year, w'hich shows, in this respect, a 
gratifying contrast to the records ofi the past. 

The other zymotic diseases which appeared were Erysipelas, 
which attacked one woman ; Pneumonia, which attacked 7 men, and 
proved fatal in four cases; and Influenza, which attacked 15 men 
and 12 women, with a fatal result in one case. 

The serious casualties since last inspection -were five fractures uf 
bones, due to assaults by other patients, or to accidental falls. 

There is no record of the use of either restraint or seclusion in 
the treatment of the patients during the period under review, but 
at the time of my visit 1 pointed out, I think, three patients wear- 
ing gloves. As such gloves interfere with the free use of the hands, 
these patients must be considered as under restraint. 

The day was wet, and, therefore, the percentage of male patients 
who were usefully employed was below the average. Wlien the 
shops are completed, it is to be hoped that work will be found for 
a much larger number at all seasons of the year. 

Forty-six per cent of the women are engaged at sewing, knitting, 
and washing in the laundry. 

Three huridred and fifty-seven patients, or more than 50 per 
cent., are able to attend to their religious duties, in accordance 
with their respective creeds. One hundred and fifty-five attend 
Mass, 114 go to the Presbyterian, and 88 to the EpiBCOpalian 
Service. The three Chaplains visit the institution twice weekly', 
besides special attendance on the sick and at funerals. 

During the inspection, tlio patients were quiet and well behaved- 
Both men and women w-ere very well dressed, and their appoarauco 
did credit to those in charge of them. 

The dinner was served wdth great order and regularity, 
commodious dining-hall which has lately been enlarged. ® 
tablecloths were clean, and the table equipage in accordance 
the usages of civilisation. As the day was Friday, and

All the provisions would appear to be excellent in quality, and Provisions, 
the cleanliness and order of the kitchen and stores show the atten- Kitchen ami 
tion paid to these departments by the officials in charge. stores* 

The numerical strength of the staff of attendants in actual charge SialF. 
of the insane is unchanged, and gives a proportion of about 1 to 12 
patients on each side. 

The night staff consists of I male and 4 female attendants — a staff 
which is numerically sufficient to afford adequate care to the 
patients during the night. 

At present nine attendants:' and live nurses hold the certificate of 
the Medico-Psychological Association, and 24 male and If) female 
members of the staff are attending The course of training given in 
mental nursing. 

The Committee may, therefore, be congratulated, not alone on 
the numerical strength, but also on the proficiency of the sub- 
ordinate staff. 

The Case-books are written up to date, but i must repeat the 
suggestion made in last year’s re})ort, that the female Case-book 
bhould, like the male, be illustrated by photographs of the patients. 

Having regard to the strength of the medical staff, it is also Pathological 
suggested that efforts sliotdd be made to undertake some of the finer r®searci. 
pathological research which is now generally carried on in modern 
institutions of this kind. 

The additional buildings lately erected liavc now been for soine 
time completed and occupied.

By this means, sleeping' room has beeiil obtained for 20 patients of 
each sex. This has, in some degree, lessened the crowding at niglit, 
but it is' inadequate! to meet th^ exigencies! of the case,, either as 
regards the want of dayrooin space, or room for fresh admissions. 
Nor indeed did it afford sufficient room for the patients at night, 
as at the present time 6 men have to sleep on the floor thron4 
want of room for their bedsteads. 

Owing to the want of suitable accommodation, the acutely insane, 
the suicidal, the sick, and the epileptic have to be treated in the 
same ward. It is needless to point out how disastrous it is to the 
hopes of recovery in the newly admitted cases that they should 
have to pass their days with those whose malady must be a source 
of terror and repugnance. 

During the year, the improvement of the sewerage system has 
been under the consideration of the- Committee, who have decided 
to carry out a scheme for the discharge of the main -sewer into tidal 
water. 

Plaijs for this scheme have been completed by tbp Comniittee’s 
Architect, Mr. O'Connor, and are at present under llie considera- 
tion of the Board of Trade. 

It is to be hoped that the scheme will be carried out within a 
reasonable time, as the number of cases of Enteric Fever would 
point to the necessity for the improvement of the sanitary condition 
of the institution, apart from the dangers arising from overcrowd- 
ing. 

The net average cost of maintenance, which had gone up some- 
what, owing to the expenditure on the temporary buildings, and 
the extra cost incurred as the result of an epidemic of Eiiterio 
Fever, having been taken out of the ordinary maintenance funds, 
has been reduced during the year 1905-6 to the normal rate of 
£24 6s. 8rf. per head.

Amongst tlie patients, 25 men and 22 women contribute toi^aids 
their maintenance, and two are paid for by the State as Cnnmia 
Lunatics. 

The numbers in the house at present show an increase of 9 
and 5 women since the last inspection — an increase which, nowe 
unfortunate under existing circumstances, can only be expected, a 
regard to the urgent wants of the insane of the district. 

The death rate during 1905 amounted to. 7, 9 per .cent., pf 
'average number- resident.- • .. . 
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In three cases death, was due to Enteric Fever, and 32 per cent, 
of the deaths resulted from Tuberculosis. 

No Coroner’s Inquest was found necessary during the year, nor 
was any death diie to violence or suicide. 

Enteric Fever ■was prevalent during the period under review — 
attacking 8 men and 3 women. There was one case of Erysipelas, 
and two outbreaks of Influenza. 

The serious casualties were 2 fractures and 3 dislocations of 
bones, resulting from assaults by other patients or from falls. 

Seven patients were found in bed, of whom o were seriously ill. 

The returns show that 9 men and 6 wonien, or only a little over 
3 per cent, of the patients, suffer from Epilepsy, but 12 men and. hi 
women are actively suicidal — a large number for this as}lum. 

Both men and w'omch were decently dressed. Xhe women w'eie 
neat and tidy in appearance. The men, as is usually the case in 
these establisliments, were not so presentable. 

The overcrowding in the dining hall renders the service of the 
meals a matter of very great difficulty and of some ihinger, but, 
nevertheless, on both sides the quiet and regularity winch prevailed 
was certainly astonishing. 

The dinner was decently served and was excellent in quality, and 
sufficient in quantity, consisting of bacon -and parsnip, with an 
abundant supioly of very good potatoes. 

The records of the use of mechanical restraint since last visit are 
limited to the cases of two men— one of wliom was restrained by a 
strait jacket to prevent the removal of bandages froni a self-inflicted 
wound on the throat. Another was restrained by g ^ ^ 

wards by a strait jacket, to prevent injury to himself and others. 

At the present time. 71 men are employed oii the farm, and of 
the whole male inmates, excluding those engaged in makin„ be 
only, the returns show 56 per cent, employed. Upholstering

under the direct supervision of a medical officer. 

(2) . That the administration of such drugs should be carofull^y 

recorded in tlie statutory Medical Journal, as well as in 

the Case-books. 

(3) . That the question of the superannuation of the Head 

Attendant should be taken into consideration. 

(4) . That a separate Charge Attendant should be appointed 

for tlie acute division, as in tlie cases of the other 

divisions. 

(0) . That a post mortem examination sJmuld be made in the 

case of any sudden deatli occurring in the asylum. 

In 7 cases, or in almost 22 per cent, of tlie deaths, the cause 
was verified by post mortem examination. 

Tuberculosis was returned as a contributory cause in six cases, 
or in over 18 per cent, of the total number; none wore due to 
General Paralysis of the Insane; and thcro is at present only one 
case of that disease in the As.ylum. 

The only zymotic disease which visited the institution during the 
period under review was one caso of Scarlatina, and an outbreak of 
Influenza, which occurred principally in July and October — 
attacking 21 patients and 6 of the staff, with a fatal result in one 
case. 

Fortunately the health of the institution has greatly improved, 
No case of Enteric Fever or of Dysentery has been recorded. 

This is a matter for congratulation,^ having regard to the 
dangers wluch arise from the existing water supply. The river 
water is now' made available for bathing purposes. Undoubtedly 
an inexhaustible water supply is a' necessity in such an institution, 
both for protection in the event of an outbreak of fire, and for 
domestic use. The intake, however, in this case, is in such close 
proximity to thef sewage discharge pipes' as to render this water of 
doubtful quality at certain seasons of the year. A separate supply 
is provided for drinking, but,^ in an institution for the insane, it 
is impossible to prevent the patients entirely from drinking walei’ 
iiitended for Imthing purposes only. The Committee should, tliere- 
fore, not rest satisfied until they liave either obtained an in- 
exhaustible supply of undoubted purity from some other source, or 
fi^iling this, have' rendered the river supply safe for drinking. 

At present 16 patients (G men and 10 women) are confined to 
bed. 

The serious casualties since last visit were three in number, 
viz. : — 

(1) . and (2). Two fractures of the arm, caused by a fall in one 

case, and by an assault by a fellow patient in the other.

(3). A fracture of the arm sustained in a struggle with a 
nurse. In this case, tiie patient, a resistive old woman, 
was taken by the arm by a nurse who was trying to get 
her to! sit down. Tiie i:)atient twisted about to get free, 
and in this way is supposed to 'have sustained the injiuT, 

Tliirteen of each sex, or 5 per cent.,, suffer from Epilepsy, ami 
five patients are said to be actively suicidal. 

Both men and women were quiet and Avell behaved. 

Tiie women were decently dressed, but mucli remains to lie done 
to improve the appearance of some of the degraded male patients; 
.for instance, necktie.s would make them look much tidier. 

The dietary ivould appear to be satisfactory, and the provisions 
could not be found fault with, but the service! of the meals leaves 
much to be desired, as tlie enamel ware — from the edges of which the 
enamel lias in many cases worn off— -is very unpleasant to use for 
the service of food. On tlvo female side the Head Nur.se should 
train the staff to take their patients out of the room from each 
table in rotation, so as to prevent them from leaving promiscuously, 
and eating the scrajis off the plates as they go. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of ward cleaners, 
over 40 per cent, of the men, and the same percentage of the 
women, find some useful work. 

At this season of the year there is not. much work to be done on 
the farm, otherwise the percentage of farm labourers would no doubt 
be larger. The weaving of material for clothing is said to continue 
to be a success. Twenty-two patients are employed in the laundry. 

It may be liere pointed out that the foul laundry, which is at 
present too small for the work to be done in it, might be economic- 
ally enlarged by the erection of a veranda over the door into the 
yard. 

Another structural improvement, which might be carried out 
without much outlay, is the alteration of the stairs leading down 
to the basement dayroom on eacli side. These stairs are at present 
so steep as to be a danger to the lives of the patients using the' 
rooms. To render the stairs more suitable for the use ot the 
insane, tliey should be divided into two flights, with a landing ni. 
the centre. 

There, is no record of Ihe use of mecluinical restraint since the 
date of the last report. 

Sixteen men and two women have been secluded, the men on 156 
occasions for a total period of 1,276 hours, and the women on 
occasions for a total of 88 hours. 

There appear to have been no escapes or attempts to escape 
during the period under review. 

More than 58 per cent, of the patients are able to attend ^ 
ministrations of religion. Two hundred and eighty-two a e 
Mass, and 15 the Protestant Service, and the Chaplains v 
regularly. 

The staff consists on tlie male side of 3 Charge and 20 
attendants, and on the female side of 3 Charge and 13 oi i

These numbers give a ratio of one attendant to about 12 patients 
on the male, and of one nurse to 15 patients on, the female side. sixeM. 
The female staff would appear to be weak. 

The strength of the night staff has been increased by an. ad- NigtitstaffP 
(litional attendant on each side, and now consists of three men and 
three women, so that the proper care of tlie patients during the 
night has not been neglected. 

The arrangements made for the supervision and care of the Suggested 
insane in tliis asylum would seem to require re-organisation. 

At the present time the Head Attendant and tlie Head Nurse a^t 
as Charge Attendants of Divisions containing as many as TO 
patients." Seventy troublesome patients are too many for one 
charge attendant to supervise, and to do the dnfies of Head Attend- 
ant as well would he an! impossibility. 

As pointed out bv my colleague, it is high time that the Head 
Attendant should receive ids well earned pension. The opportunity 
slioiild then Ire taken to re-organise tlie whole nianagoment of both 
sides of the institution. 

in future the Head Attendants should have no ward duty to do. 

Tlieir whole time and attention should be;given to the supervision 
of the attendants in their care of the patients, and amongst tlieir 
other duties they should enter in their daily report books all 
accidents or injuries however slight; sudden illnesses;^ attempts to 
escape or cominit suicide; and struggles between patients, or be- 
tween patients and attendants. Both male and female departments 
should be divided into wards containing from .‘iO to 40 patients— 
each ward consisting of a dayrooin with sufficient single rooms and 
dormitory space for the number of patients, and staffed liy a Oharge 
attendant and two subordinate attendants. Each Charge Attend- 
ant should be held responsible for the care and safety of .all the 
patients under Ids or her charge ; for tlie conduct of tlie subordinate 
attendants, and for the safe-keeping of the property of tlio ward. 

The Case-books and Medical Registers are carefully and 
systematically kept by Dr. Kennedy, the Assistant Medical Officei.

Unfortunately, so many delays liave taken place in the purchase 
that nothing has yet been done as! regards the alterations necessary 
in order to render tlie house cajaable of accommodating the patients, 
aldiough the nece.ssary jtlans received tlie Lord Lieutenant's 
approval some time ago. 

When these repairs and alterations arc completed, the house at 
Lacken Avill accommodate about 50 patients, so tliat the relief 
afforded will be very great. 

It is to be hoped that steps will at once be taken to have this 
additional accommodation, so urgently required, made ready for 
occupation by the patients, and the land utilised for their benefit. 

As soon as space can be found, the classification of the patients 
should be taken in hands by the Medical Officers, so as to divide 
them as far as possible, into groups in accordance with the forinsof 
insanity from which they^ suffer, and steps should be taken to pro- 
vide for their care and treatment according to their various re- 
quirements, so tliat the acute, the suicidal, the epileptic, and tho 
violent should be, as far as possible, placed under constant super- 
vision, and kept apart from those who require less constant care. 

A great improvenient lias resulted from having tlie males ami 
females dining at separate times. The meal is noM' served with 
great order and regularity. 

Quietude and good behaviour were, as a rule, displayed by both 
sexes. ^ 


Tlie dinner consisted of bacon, cabbage, and potatoes — an ex- 
cellent dinner, and one much liked by the patients. 

i he dietary has lieen lately revised, and now provides tea and 
bread ami butter for breakfast and supper. Tho amount of bread 
for breakfast 12 oz. for men and 8 oz. for women — would appear 
sufficient, bor dinner, 0 oz.s. of bacon is given on one day, 6 ozs. 
of mutton on one day, uiid 0 ozs. of beef on four days — amounting 
in all to 36 ozs. of meat per week. Allowing that meat loses 40 
]ier cent, in bones, cooking, and carving, this gives something 
under 22 ozs. weekly, which cannot be considered a generous 
allowance. Having regard, however, to the small amount of meat 
generally eaten by the Irish peasant, all that is suggested is that 
at least one additional dinner of bacon should be given instead of 
beef ; that fish or eggs should be given on Friday ; and potatoes 
instead of bread on every day, when procurable. 
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The contract price for milk is said to be 8d. per gallon — a price KiLKEiraY 
which renders this a costly article 'of diet, and, therefore, it has Asylum. 
been found necessary to substitute tea and bread and butter for 
porridge and milk, as has been done in some other similar 
institutions. 

There is one matter which should receive the serious considera- Water supply- 
tion of the Committee, viz. : — the water supply to the Asylum. At 
present the pumps are only able to supply the daily wants of the 
Institution, and, in case of fire, would be utterly inadequate even 
to keep the flames in check. The Committee must consider the Precautions 
serious responsibility which they undertake in leaving a costly against fire, 
public building thus liable to the ravages of tire — without taking 
into consideration the lives of the helpless inmates. An agreement 
should, if possible, be arrived at with the Urban Authorities, so 
as to obtain a supply from the Town Reservoir. 

When an adequate water supply has been obtained, internal 
liydraiil-s and hose shotild be placed in eacli corridor cf the asylum, 
and the Staff trained in their use, so as to enable a fire to be dealt 
with on its first outl)reak. 

The asylum has the advantage of an excellent laundry, )^\it the Laundry, 
drying closet would seem not to work to the best advantage, as com- 
plaints are made of the time taken to dry the clothes. Evidently 
the fan, which causes tlie current of fresh air, is not working 
properly. 

The eaii-ses of death call for no remarks ; all were those which Deaths 
usually occur in such institutions. 

In 8 cases, or in 25 per cent, the nature of the disease was verified Autopsies, 
by post mortem examination. 

No outbreak of zymotic disease has occurred during the period Zymotic 
under review, Avith the exception of Influenza, which ended fatally 
in three eases. 

The serious ca^sualties were two in numl>er, viz. : — a self-inflicted Casualties, 
wound of tile tliroat in one case, and, in the other, a fracture of 
the anil caused liy falling out of bed. The patient in the former 
case was an old inmate who was allowed to wander through the 
grounds on parole. In a tool house in the farmyard he found a 
garden knife, with Avhich he inflicted the wound. Although it. was 
a severe one, the patient made a rapid recovery. 

Seven patients were found in bed this morning, but only one was Health, 
seriously ill.

The bedding was clean and sufficiently warm for this cold season 
))iit under blankets should lie provided on all beds. ' 

Tlie present .season is not favourable to outdoor work, and, there- 
fore, very few men wore employed. E,xcluding bed-makers, oiilv 
^8 per cent, are engaged at work, a percentage very, much below 
what it ought to be. Only 39 men are at present at work on the 
land. When farming opei'ations begin, it is to be hoped that to! 
will be found for a much larger numloer. 

Almost 60 per cent, are able to attend the. ministrations ol 
religion, in accordance with their respective creeds. On last 
Sunday, 266 were present at Mass, and 9 went to the Protestant 
Service. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and their 
books are kept in accordance with the Begulatioiis. 

The statf is unchanged, and consists of 4 Charge Attendants on 
each side ; and 13 ordinary attendants on the male, and 10 on tlia 
female side— giving a proportion of one attendant to 14 male 
patients, and one nurse to 16 female patients. 

When the new' accommodation is occupied, the staff will need to hi 
strengthened, not only in nnmlx-rs, but also l)v having a greater 
number of Charge Attendants appointed to supervise the oddi- 
tional wards.

Tlie dietary appears to be substantial and well suited to the 
patients' wants. An additional dinner of bacon might be given in 
the week, and potatoes might be given on every day when in season, 

The provisions appeared to be excellent, with the exception of 
butter, to which exception might be taken. 

Eighteen patients were found in bod. Only G, however, were 
seriously ill, and one was kept in bed b}’- reason of mental excite- 
ment. 

Only 20 patients are returned as suffering from Epilepsy, ora 
little over d per cent, of the entire number. One. man is suffering 
from General ^Paralysis at the present time, but there has been no 
death from tlii.s disease during the period under review. 

the cau.ses of death call for no special remarks: all being tliose 
generally found in such institutions. 

In no case was it found necessary to hold an Inquest. 

Ill no case was the cause of death verified by post mortem ex- 
amination. it is to be hoped that with a fresh Medical Staff, tiie.se 
examinations will lie made frequently. 

Ihere is no return of an}' sej’ious casualty tliroiighout tlic yefir, 
nor does the asylum appear to have liemi visited by any form of 
zymotic disease. 

Ihe returns of restraint and seclusion show that restraint with 
gloves was resorted to in the case of one man for X2 hours, to pre- 
vent the removal of surgical bandage.s, whilst two men were secluded, 
each on three occasions for 30 and 36 hours in all respectiveh', and 
7 women on 46 occasions for a total duration of 383 hours.

Employment. The present season is not suitable for much work on the farm. 

However, 51 are at work there, and, excluding bed-makers, about 
35 per cent, of the men find something to do, and about 60 percent, 
of the women do some work. It is to be hojjed that Dr. Griffin, wiio 
recognises the good effects of occupation, will find some additional 
means of employing the men. 


Religious About 23 per cent, of the patients are brought to their respective 

ministration, places of worship. On last Sunday 130 went to Mass and 4 to the 

Protestant Service. These numbers are below tlie percentage 
of worshippers usually found in Irish Asylums. The reason of this 
is said to be the small size of the Catholic Chapel, which would not 
hold a larger number. Dr. Griffin believes that it would be im- 
Iiossible to enlarge the biiililiug. In that case, perhaps tiie Catholic 
(.'hapjlain would be willing to celebrate two Masses — his salary being 
increased proportionately. 

The Cluiplaiu’s Ixooks are regularly kept up to date, and the 
information required by the Pegulatioiis is fully given.

The new block for 200 ■working patients, ■which "was described in — 
last year's report, is now partly occupied, and as previously stated, Inspected on 
it affords excellent accommodation for the class of patients for whom 
it was designed. The Committee may, therefore, be congratulated — 
on having made provision not only for the numbers at present Newaccommo- 
under care, but also for the freshly occurring oases of insanity in 
tile district requiring asydum treatment in the near future. The 
Hccomraodation is not only adequate, but the asylum buildings are 
also in good repair, and fully equipped for the treatment of all 
classes of the insane. ' - - 

It is, therefore, a matter of great importance that all this accom- 
modation should be fully utilised. 

At the present time, it cannot bo said that the condition of the Unsatisfactory 
insane in the asylum is altogether satisfactory. Tliere is much 
noisy excitement and disorderly conduct to be observed in some of 
tile wards. Not.v that so much additional accommodation has been 
provided, it would be well to take full advantage of it, by occupying 
the new block, and re-orgaiiising the ■wards in the old building. 
l‘or instance — what are designated the Refractory Dayrooms, 
occupied by about 70 patients belonging to different wards, present 
It state of things not now usually to bo seen in modern a«ylunis. 
the patients are noisy*, turbulent, destructive, and dangerous — 

^oitie lying on the floors, some under tables: and untidy and ill ... 
oared for. A dayroom containing such a number of troublesome 
patients is beyond control. 

These refractory dayrooms should, tlierefore, be entirely done Suggested 
away with, and the patients separated into different rooms, each redistribution

not contain more than 40 patients each, and, as far as possible, the 
recent and acute cases should be kept apart from the chronic and 
emented.

During the past twelve months the number of patients has iu- 
creased by one — the men having decreased by 15, and the npilxr 
of women having increased by 16. The increase in the number of 
females may be expected to continue, having regard to the great 
inequality which at preseut exists between the numbers of tlie sexes 
in the asylum. The total number of admissions shows a decrease, 
as compared with the numbers received during recent years. 

The percentage of dcatlis on the dailj'^ average number resident 
wms 6.9 during the year 1905. 

In two instances it was considered necessary to hold Coroner's 
Inquests into the cause of death. In one case the body of a patient 
was^ found floating in the reservoir near the 'asyluni, after the 
patient had been missing' for two months. The Jury found tliat 
no blame w'as to be attached; to anyone, . but they recommended tluit 
the reservoir slioiild be better protected, and tliat in future 
attendants should accompany the milking squad, as the deceased 
patient had escaped w-hile employed with one of these parties. 
also held an Inquiry oii oatli into the case, and we saw no reason k 
differ from the verdict of the Jury. 

Ihe Jury found that the cause of death in the other case was 
Apoplexy. 

Amongst the deaths, 3 were iluo to Enteric Fever ^ one resulted 
from continued fever ; and 3 from Influenza, and during the year 
these zymotic diseases appear to have been prevalent. Eleven 
patients and tivo of the staff \vere attacked with Enteric Fever; one 
patient with continued fever; and 8 with Influenza, whilst 21 
deaths, or 40 per cent, of the total number, were due to Phthisis. 

The serious casualties were three in number, viz. : — a fracture of 
the leg in the case of a female who wasi thrown down by 
patient; a Colies fracture caused by an accidental fall: severe 

' scalds resulting from a fall ■when carrying a bucket of hot water. 

There is no entry of any resort to either restraint or seclusion 
throughout the year. 

Five attempt to escape are recorded, but the patients were in 
each case brought back either by the police or by the asylum attend- 
ants, and in only two cases were the patients absent for a night- 

The diet scale provides meat on five days of the week — the total 
amount given being 30 ounces uncooked and with bone for eac 
patient per week. As cooking an.d bone, may, .he roughly sam 
reduce, the weight by, one-half, .the .daily. allowance; amounts to on y 
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3 ounces per patient. . 'The aninunt of potatoes and* other vegetables 
civen is, however, liberal, and fish is issued, when obtoinable, on ■ — 

ffeclii&sahys'and Fridays. If possible the ration of meat allowed . 
to Tforkiiig men should loo increased, so as to encourage industry. 

As stated in last year’s report, the Service of the meals is open to Service of 
improvement, but the behaviour of the patients was better during mess- 
dinner. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding Ijedmakers, 30 Employment, 
per cent, of the men, and over 43 per cent, of the women find some 
occupation. The number of men employed still continues below 
the average in public asylums, and this is to be regretted ; especi- 
ally as there are few institutions which afford such ample scope for 
outdoor laloour. Not oiily is there a large farm, but at present a 
uew reservoir is being constructed. There could be no better treat- 
ment for some of the noisy and troublesome men than wheeling a 
baiTOw. Perhaps if, as already suggested, the outdoor, workers were 
better treated as regards diet, &c., a larger number might be en- 
couraged to go out on the farm. 

Tile Stan of attendants consists of 11 Charge and lit ordinary .*»«■ 
attendants on the male side, and of 10 Charge and 13 ordir.aiy 
uurses on the female side. 

This gives a proportion of one attendant to almost 14 patients on 
the male, and of one nurse to 12 patients on the female side, ^yhich 
is a reasonably strong staff. The night staff consists of 4 men and 
i) women. At present 20 attendants and one of the nurses hold the 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in of staff, 
mental nursing, and five attendants are now attending lectuies on 
the course of training recpiired for the examination for the certifi- 
cate. No female attendants go to these lectures. The reason given 
for this is that the candidates selected of late 4iave had so litUe 
previous education as to render them unable to derive a,iiy benefit 
from such lectures. The Coin’mittee, who show so much interest in 
the welfare of the insane, must see that to have an intelligent stafi 
it is necessary that the candidates selected should have a certain 
amount of elementary education; and, further, that they should, be 
of«ucIi physical development as regards height, Ac., as to give them 
' a certain amount of moral influence in dealing with the insane. 


The Chaplains’ books show that about 50 per cent. oHhe patients 
are able to attend their reiipective places of worship. Iwo hundied 
and fifty-seven are present at Mass, 42 attend toe Protestant 
Episcopalian Service, and 36 the Presbyterian Service.

The medical staff still consists of the Superintendent, and one Medical staff. 
Assistant Medical Officer In so large an asylum a locum tenons is 
nrgently called for during the holidays.

LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Since the last visit to this asylum, on the 18th November, 1905, 
the work of remodelling the kitchen, laundr}", and stores has beei] 
completed, and these departments are now in full working order, 
They provide admirable facilities for carrying on the work of 
this great institution, with its increasing numbers. The la'uidiy, 
which, owing to some defects in the heating chamber, has only 
lately been completed, is fitted with modern machinery, and af- 
fords ample appliances for the washing and drying of the patients' 
clothing. The drying closets are supplied with abundant heat, 
generated by steam batteries, and, with rapid evaporation, pro- 
duced by the agency of a fan, dry the clothes with great rapidity. 
A large disinfecting apparatus has also been provided. 

The kitchen and stores, as d-escribed in last year’s report, are 
fully adequate to meet the demands of the institution, and greatly 
increase the rapidity and regularity with which the food is cooked, 
and the stores distributed to the various wards. 

The Male Hospital is now also completed, and, although the 
old onc-storied building was not originally erected with a view 
to architectural adornmenf , the result is most successful, as ex- 
cellent rooms are provided, with ample light and ventilation. 
The floor of the dormitory is of polished ]iitch 2>ine ; that of the 
day-room of wood blocks, also polished ; and the surroundings 
are bright and cheerful. A fully-equipped lavatory and store- 
room Has also been erected in connection with the hosjiital day- 
room. 

The sub-way under the railway, connecting tlie new farm witli 
the asylum, is now completed, and affords facilities for sending 
the patients out to work, so that greater numbers can now be 
employed at agricultural labour. 

The temporary wooden buildings have been painted outside, 
which will preserve them from the action of the weather. 

All parts of the building are now in good order, with the ex- 
ception of the front male wing. The wards in this portion of 
the asjdum have fallen, out of repair, pending the action of tlifi 
Committee, who propose to extend the accoinmodation by the re- 
moval of useless walls, and to render it equal to the rest of tie 
institution by laying down wooden floors in lieu of the old flagged 
passages, and by the introduction of a system of heating by hot 
water pipes.

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As the estimated day-room accommodation provided is only 
for 534 patients, the asylum is now greatly overcrowded by day, ' 
and the Committee should, therefore, take into consideration the Ov'ercrowdin^. 
provision of additional day-room space. 

The increase in the number of patients which has taken place 
in the last nine months appears to have been above the average 
of preceding years. This would seem to be due to the unprece- 
dentedly low discharge and death rates, as well as to an increase how discharge 
in the number 6f admissions. The death rate, which was only 
5'4 per cent, of the average number resident during 1905, was 
almost the lowest of any asylum in Ireland in that year.

In only one case was a coroner’s inquest considered necessary. 

In this case a patient died suddenly after admission from the ^ 

county gaol, and the jury returned a verdict ^*^that the deceased ^ 

(J.M.) died from heart failure, and that everything possible was 
done for him.” 


The serious casualties during the period under review are re- Casualties 
ported to have been three fractures of bones from falls, or in con- 
sequence of having been knocked down by other patients, and the 
scalding of a patient through hot water having been thrown over 
him by another patient. In the latter case, it appears that the 
hot water supply to the bath was not available at the time owing 
to the bathroom being out of repair, and that water had to be 
brought in a bucket to wash the patient, some of which was 
thrown over him. Fortunately, the injuries were only slight, 
but it is to be hoped that this bathroom, so necessary for the wel- 
fare of the patients, will shortly be renovated and re-equipped. 

No epidemic or zymotic disease would appear to have visited No zj-motio 
the institution since the date of the last inspection. This is disease, 
fortunate, having regard to the existing overcrowding. 

In 9 cases, or in 41 per cent, of the total number, the cause of Deaths from

During the inspection of the wards the patients were wonder- Conduct, 
fully quiet' and well-behaved. The Limerick ii-sylum is an object CompariTOu 
lesson in this respect, as showing the effects of modern and with the past, 
nnmane treatment in restraining the violence and excitement 
which, in old days, characterised insanity. Forty years ago it 
was reported that in no district in Ireland were the insane so 
hoisy and extravagant in demeanour as those belonging to Lime- 
rick, and thirty years ago, in going through the wards, one could 
recall the pictures of Hogarth — the patients rolling on the ground 
^ rags, shouting, fighting, and attacking all who came near 
aem. Now in no institution could one see better conducted and 
more orderly people. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that restraint by a Ke^traint and 
s rait jacket was resorted to in the case of one woman for 81 eeclusion. 

and seclusion in the cases of two^ men and three women, 
on three occasions for 30 hours in all, with the men, and on 6 
occasions for 55 hours with the women.

Employment, cupation. Seventy-two men are at present employed on the farm 
and a large number are engaged at the various trades which have 
always been a feature of this institution. 

The_ dinner was served with due regard to order and the habits 
of civilisation. Since the new laundry has been at work table- 
cloths have been supplied in both dining halls. 

The dinner served on the first day of my visit (Wednesday) 
consisted of bread and tea. This must be rather a meagre diet 
for the mid-day meal. Perhaps the Committee would give fist 
for dinner on Wednesday as well as on Friday, or, at any rate, as 
pointed out in previous reports, all the patients— and not the 
workers only — should be given butter with their bread at this 
dinner. 

Numerically there is no change in the staff, which consists of 
25 attendants and 20 nurses in actual charge of the patients, 
This gives a proportion of one attendant or nurse to almost 15 
patients, which is certainly not a strong staff, and, if the increase 
of patients continues, it will, to avoid accidents, be necessary to 
strengthen it. 

An additional night attendant has been appointed to take 
charge of the hospital patients, so that the night staff now con- 
sists of three on each side.

The religious wants of the patients are, as heretofore, carefully 
attended to. The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, 
a,nd about 37 per cent, of the patients are able to go to their re- 
ligious duties. 232 attend Mass, whilst 12 go to the Protestant 
Service. The Roman Catholic Chapel has now become much too 
small for the number of worshippers, and it is to be hoped that 
at an early date steps will be taken to make the necessary addi- 
tions to the building.

Dr. Irwin, the Assistant Medical Officer, is at present 
on his holiday, and Dr. O’Neill is left in sole charge. The patients 
in this asylum have now become so numerous, and the medical 
work so onerous as to require the close attention of at least two 
medical officers. It is, therefore, to be hoped that in future a 
temporary medical officer will be appointed during the holidays. 

The case-books at the present time would require much greater 
attention. They contain no information worthy of the name 
respecting the physical or mental condition of the patients on ad- 
mission. The notes made from time to time are too brief, con- 
sisting in many instances of “ No change,” which sta.tement does 
not throw much light on the patient’s mental condition. Each 
note should, as far as possible, be a statement of the symptoms 
of the mental disease which at the time legalise the detention of 
the patient in the Asylum.

The general health of the patients has been fairly good, and there 
is only one record of zymotic disease having appeared, viz. a 
case of Measles. 

None of the deaths resulted from suicide or accident ; in no case 
was a Coroner’s Inquest deemed necessary ; and in no case was the 
patient suffering from bedsores at the time of death. 

The latter is a proof of the careful nursing which, the patients 
receive.

Casualties. The serious casualties since the date of last visit were five iu 

number. They consisted of a fracture of the thigh, as the result

The meal 
on each day consisted of boiled beef, potatoes, and cabbage, and its 
service was very satisfactory — each patient being supplied with a 
knife, fork, and tumbler. 


Staff* On visiting this asylum one is always struck by the smart appear- 

ance of the staff, every member of which seems to be carefully 
trained in the discharge ofi his or her duties. No less than 50 (28 
.male attendants and 22 nurses) hold the certificate of the Medico- 
Psychological Association, for proficiency in mental nursing— a 
facfl which is creditable! to the) Medical Officers, as welt as to the 
attendants and nurses themselves. 

Overcrowding. Once again it is my duty to call attention to the serious over- 
crowding in the main asylum. So great is the congestion that, at 
the time of rising* and retiring especially, it is extremely difficult 
to keep the patients in order, during the confusion which takes 
place. 

In some cases, the beds are so closely packed tc^etherJ that the 
patients have to climb over the ends of their bedsteads when getting 
in and out, and &' beds have to be lai4 on thi^ floor immediately 
outside the hospital, in order to keep them near the other cases 
requiring constant supervision.

When I last visited this institution, I looked forward to the acute 
and suffering cases amongst the patients being placed in; the best 
possible conditions, as regards accommodation and surroundings, 
for recovery, or— if this could not be— for mitigating! their mental 
anguish. I was, therefore, greatly surprised to find that the acute 
block at Gransha — which was built, at a large expense to the rate- 
payers, for the treatment of recent and acute cases— had been 
occupied by a class- of the insane which needs no such expensive 
structural arrangements. 

A Royal Commission, which recently visited Londonderry, ws, 
I understand, very much Aocked by the structural defects of the 
old asylum buildings, and one of the Commissioners, who has ban 
special experience in such matters, -pointed out that the unheateo 
single rooms on the north front of the building are really "'O’'*® 
than prison cells. 
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We have called attention to this state of things for many years ; Londonderki 
but, so long as new accommodation had noli been provided, there 
lias no remedy. There was no course open but to make the best of 
the existing conditions, and thus the work of the asylum was carried 
on under the most adverse structural arrangements, and be it 
added, to the great credit of the Resident Medical Superintendent 
and the Assistant Medical OfScer, with the best results which those 
conditions rendered possible. 

1 trust, therefore, that the Committee will make arrangements to Necessity for 
have a Medical Officer residing permanently at Gransha, so that the 
treatment o£ acute cases may be undertaken there systematically, at Gransha. 
and not merely as a tentative measure. 

As pointed out in previous reports, the store accommodation at Stores and 
the old asylum is altogether insufficient, and the laundry machinery laundry, 
is now worn out, so that the Committee must choose whether, they 
will renew this machinery or adopt? what, in my opinion, is the 
better alternative of removing the laundry to Gransha. 

I examined the books and records, and found them carefully Kecords. 
written up. The Case-books, which are illustrated by photographs 
of the patients, continue to reflect great credit on Dr. Ruttledge, 
the Assistant Medical Officer, who, m addition to his ordinary Medical 
duties, has had charge of the Institution during the long illness of officer.

Water 8«pply. The institution is still reported to suffer much from want of water 
during the summer, owing to the deficient pressure from the town 
water supply. Unless the Committee are able to come to some 
satisfactory arrangement with the local authorities, it might be 
well to fit up the old pumping station with a new pump, so as to 
obtain a supply sufficient to meet any deficiency during that period 
of the year. Under existing arrangements, a very serious re- 
sponsibility would fall on the Committee in the event of fire breaking 
out, and the water supply proving inedaquate to reach the flames, 
leaving out of consideration the danger to health and sanitation 
involved by an inadequate supply of water in such an establishment.

There is not, therefore, at the present date, nor has| there been 
for some tirne past — taking into account the numbers transferred 
from the various workhouses — any evidence of an increase of freshlv 
occurring insanity in the district. 

Nineteen patients at present contribute towards their main- 
tenance at sums varying from £5 to £24 per annum, and 13 
patients, classified as Criminal Lunatics, are paid for by the State. 

The death rate, for 1905, on the average number resident 
amounted to 11.2 per cent. viz. ; — 12.2 amongst the males and 10.1 
arnongst the females — a percentage above the average rate in Irish 
District Asylums. In 14 cases, or in 22 per cent, of the cases, the 
cause of death was verified by post 'mortem examination. This 
shows a marked improvement on previous records. There is nothing 
unusual to record r^arding the deaths with the exception of two on 
the female side which were due to Typhus Fever — an unfortunate 
outbreak of this disease, which attacked 5 female patients and 4 of 
the female staff, having occurred owing to the admission of a patient 
who had suffered from this now happily rare form of fever. 
Fortunately, through the admirable precautions taken by the medical 
staff, the epidemic was quickly stamped out. 
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In DO case was a Coroner^s Inquest considered necessary, and the 
only casualties recorded were five fractures or dislocations of bones, 
ciiused, in four of the cases by falls, and in one case only by an 
assault by a fellow, patient. 

In 8 cases bedsores were found at the time of death.

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■The weather at the time of the visit was so- severe to render 
work on the farm almost impossible, and this may account for the 
small number of patients industriously employed. Excluding those 
engaged in making beds, only 39 per cent, of the men and about 
60 per cent, of the women are provided with occupation. 

One of the attendants has been trained as an Upholsterer, and 
there are now two shoemakers and two tailors on the stag, so that 
the means of industrial occupation are adequate. It only remaius 
to train a few additional hands to work with the artizans, andtc 
erect more commodious and more suitable workshops. 

My colleague, in his last report, called attention to tbe want of 
slippers for the men. Some haye been obtained, but it is tote 
hoped that, at an early date, an adequate supply will be furnished, 
and that not only boots and shoes, but also all the necessary apparel 
for the men, will be provided’ln the institution. 

It is unfortunate that steps have not yet been taken to supply the 
bedsteads referred to in last year’s report. There are still 40 patients 
sleeping on the floor owing to the want of bedsteads. There should 
be no difficulty in obtaining these article of furniture and, there- 
fore, the delay in providing them cannot be understood. 

Forty-seven per cent, of the patients are able to attend to the 
ministrations of religion according to their respective creeds, 
Two hundred and thirty-four were present at Mass on last Sunday, 
and 19 went to the Protestant Service. The Chaplains attend 
regularly, and their books are carefully kept. 

Tlie male staff now consists of 5 Charge Attendants and 19 ordinaiy 
attendants. On the female side there are a workmistress, 5 Charge 
and 15 ordinary nurses — giving a ratio of one attendant to 12 
males, and one nurse to almost 13 females. In this country this 
must be considered a fair proportion of attendants to patients. 


Dr. Coffey reports that the conduct of the male staff has greatly 
improved. The new Head Attendant appears active and zealous m 
the discharge of his duties. 


The various medical books and registers were found written up to 
date, and a great improvement is seen in the keeping of the CajO' 
book, which now gives an accurate history of the patients unOer 


It is also satisfactory to find that the cost of maintenance has 
decreased as compared with previous years.

The building of the new block to afford accommodation 
men has now advanced considerably, and it is to be hoped wi 
finished by the time appointed for the completion of the con r 

The Committee have, I understand, advertised for a 
to build the boundary wall to protect the patients from the r 
way line running at the end of the grounds. 
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It is also proposed to improve the drying closet in the laundry. 

As pointed out in previous reports, additional room is badly 

wanted, as this department is much too limited to afford proper Laundry, 
facilities for the amount of washing to be done in so large an 
institution. Steps should, therefore, now be taken to have the 
washing room enlarged, and to afford proper reception and issue 
rooms for the reception and distribution of the clothes, so as to 
avoid the necessity for the men to enter the laundry, as at pre- 
sent. 

The Catholic Chapel has now been painted and decorated, a Improvement 
handsome Altar erected, and the other attributes of the Church ^ ^ ape . 
service supplied. These improvements will afford the greatest 
comfort and consolation to the Catholic patients. 

The fire-escape staircase outside the old Infirmary, to which Precautions 
attention was called in previous Reports, has now been extended, so as ^S^mst fire, 
to afford an easy exit from all parts of the block. 


Alternative exits in case of fire are still required from tbe 
upper story of No. 2 and No. 7. 

Satisfactory arrangements have now been made with the Town Lighting. 

Gas Company, and this illnminant has been permanently adopted. 

A great deal of painting and whitewashing has been carried Painting, &c., 
out, especially on the male side, by which the wards are much carried out 
improved. 

Additional ventilators are much required in the roof of the Ventilation. 
Observation Dormitory, as, owing to the numbers sleeping in this 
room, it is difficult to provide sufficient fresh air. 

I regret to have again to call attention to the want of tele- Necessity for 
phonic communication throughout the various buildings. An- telephonic 
other sad occurrence, which has recently taken place, points to 
the want of such speedy means of communication, and, again, 
the Coroner’s Jury have directed attention to the urgent necessity 
for some means of calling help when wanted in the various wards. 

I trust the Committee will consider the importance of this 
matter — as the cost involved cannot be very great.

of the two sexes in the Asylum — a divergence which does not exist 
in the same degree in the actual numbers suffering from insanity, 
as shown by the Census returns. ’ 

Amongst the deaths was one from strangulation, which had 
formed the subject of a Coroner's Inquest, and of a sworn inquiry 
by us. The Report on the evidence is at present under the 
consideration of the Committee, so that it is unnecessary to refer 
further to it here. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis is returned as the cause of death in 
36‘5 per cent, of the whole number. 

It is to be regretted that the cause of death was not verified 
by post-mortem examination in any case since last inspection. 

The serious casualties consisted of : — 

(p scalp wound, resulting from a blow of a sweeping brush, 
inflicted by another patient. 

(2) A fracture of one of the bones of the left arm, resulting 
from a fall when jumping off a form. 

(3) A fracture of the right patella, sustained by slipping on 
the tiles in the lavatory. 

Since last inspection the institution has been visited by typhoid 
fever, which attacked 5 female patients ; by influenza, which 
attacked 29 males ; and by erysipelas, which attacked one female, 

The men and women were fairly neat and tidy. Their bedding 
also appeared to be carefully looked after. 

Throughout the wards and day-rooms there is a striking want 
of all those articles of interest, such as books, papers, pictures, 
plants, and birds, which are now generally to be found in modern 
asylums, and which, in some degree, mitigate the tedium of 
life in an institution such as this. 

The condition of the patiente in the two villas, male and 
female, compares favourably with that of the patients in the 
other wards. Here the overcrowding, which militates so un- 
favourably against the interests of the patients, is not so manifest 
as elsewhere. In these villas there are fairly comfo-rtable 
day-rooms and separate dining-rooms. In the Infirmary, on the 
other hand, the day-room is dark, gloomy, and overcrowded, and 
in it the patients have also to take their meals. A wooden 
dining-room in connection with this building, might be cheaply 
provided, and it would tend to lessen the danger, disorder, and 
discomfort resulting from the distribution of food in such a 
crowded area. 

So also in some of the other day-rooms, where the overcrowding 
is greatest, the difficulties of management are increased by having 
no separate room in which to serve the meals. This might be 
alleviated somewhat by having two dinners in the main dining- 
hall, one after the other — one for men and the next for women. 
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An excellent dinner of baxson and cabbage was provided to-day. Mokaghax 
This meal was, for the most part, served with due regard to the A sylv m. 
usages of civilisation. Clean tablecloths, knives, and forks were 
provided for those dining in their wards, but in the dining-room 
only spoons were given. 

There does not appear to be any reason why the patients should 
not have knives and forks in the main hall as well as elsewhere. 

Such matters are of great importance in the treatment of the 
insane, who so easily fall into degraded habits. 

The dietary would appear to be liberal, and the provisions of Provisions, 
good quality. 

There has been no employment of either restraint or seclusion No restraint or 
in the treatment of the patients since last visit. seclusion. 

Only 4 men and 6 women were confined to bed to-day from Health, 
bodily illness. 

It is to be hoped that, when the new buildings come into use, Accommoda- 
a more suitable room for the treatment of the sick, where they tion for sick 
will be under constant supervision, will be found. patients. 

The returns show that, excluding patients only engaged at Employment, 
bed-making, 36 per cent, of the men and 65 per cent, of the Exercise, 
women are usefully employed, and about 70 women are taken 
out for country walks, once a week. 

More than half the patients are able to attend to their religious Religious 
duties. 392 attend Mass; 46 go to the Protestant Episcopalian service; ministration, 
and 37 to the Presbyterian service. 

No alteration has taken place in the strength of the staff, staff, 
which gives a ratio of one attendant to 14 male patients, and 
of one nurse to over 13 females. 

This is certainly not a strong staff, and it is to be hoped it 
will be substantially strengthened when the new block is opened. 

5 men and 4 women, and 1 night watchman do duty during 
the night. 

The training of the attendants and nurses in their duties, the Training of 
importance of which was so forcibly brought home at the late 
Inquiry, has not been forgotten, and during the year five attend- 
ants and six nurses obtained the certificate of the Medico-Psycho-

It is to be hoped that, in the future, no promotion to the higher 
positions in the service will be made without this qualification.

It again becomes my duty to report that the statutory medical 
books in connection with the female department — which are directed 
to be kept under the Rules for the Management of the Asylum, and 
under the provisions of the Asylum Books and Records Order, 
1900, both of which have the force of legislative enactments— have 
not been kept up during the past 11 months, so that now no entry 
has been made in the Female Case-book or in the Female Medical 
Journal since February, 1903. 


The Male Case-book has also fallen into arrear, owing to the 
absence of the medical staff on their annual holidays. 

Upon two occasions the Lord Lieutenant has called the attentioa 
of the Committee to their failure to cairry out the statutory Rules 
in the matter. 


The only notice taken of His Excellency's communications has 
been that the Committee directed the Medical Superintendent to 
have the books kept. 


The Medical Superintendent replied that, owing to the weakness 
of the medical staff,' he is unable to do so, and no further notice 
has been taken of His Excellency’s communications. 


The Asylum Committee are responsible, under the 9th section of 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, for the management of 
the institution ; and, if they are of opinion that the medical 
staff, which consists of the Medical Superintendent, the Visiting 
Physician, and one Assistant Medical Officer, is sufficient to keep 
the various medical books and records, and to carry on the other 
duties required of them, it devolves on the Committee to give such 
directions, and to so apportion the duties of the medical staff as 
will show how the work can be done. For instance, the Committee 
might direct that the Visiting Physician — who states that the 
terms of his appoinment did not embrace the keeping of books— 
should take charge of the male wards, and go round them in the 
morning — spending, at least, Wo hours in so doing — whilst the 
Medical Superintendent should pay the medical visit to the female 
wards, as well as attend to the management of the house and staff, 
and that on the Assisstant Medical Officer should devolve the keep- 
ing of all the medical books and registers, and the duty of ad- 
mitting and examining new patients — the two resident medical 
officers dividing the evening visits and other duties as they think 
right. If some such apportionment of the medical work were made, 
and if reasonable assistance were given by appointing a locuin 
tenens during the absence of the medical staff on their holidays, it 
would show that the Committee are, on their part, desirous of 
having the Regulations for the management of the asylum carried 
out. If also each member of the medical staff is willing to carry 
out his share of this work, it w’^ould, at least, show how far the 
duties can be properly performed in the existing circumstances. 


Under present conditions, it is impossible to report that the 
terms of section 58 (2) (c) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1898, have been fulfilled, viz. : — that this lunatic asylum is 
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manaf^ed and in good order and condition, and the lunatics therein 
properly maintained and cared for. —

The number of admissions does not appear to have materially Death rate 
increased, but the discharge and death rates have been low — the . 
latter amounting to only 6.0 per cent, of the average number 
resident in 1905 — thus accounting for the increase of 13 in the 
total number during the past eleven months. 

The total sleeping accommodation in the asylum is estimated to Accommo- 
provide for 505 males and 359 females, so that the institution is -dation 
novr overcrowded by 23 men and 46 women. Additional accom- 
modation for patients is, therefore, much needed. As pointed out 
in previous reports, the accommodation for the staff is wretched — a Accommoda- 
number of the nurses (as many as nine in one case) having to sleep 
in the same dormitory. 

The 48 deaths were all due to natural causes, and were followed Autopsies 
in 12 instances, or in 25 per cent, of the total number by post 
mortem examinations. 

In 15 cases, or in 31 per cent., the cause was Tubercular Disease, Zymotic 
but, with the exception of Influenza, there is no record of any other <disease. 
iorm of zymotic disease having occurred during the period under 
review', nor does there appear to have been any case of death from 
General Paralysis of the Insane. 

The only serious casualty appears to have been a dislocation of Casualty, 
the shoulder and simple fracture of the right leg, due to a fall from 
a tree. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that seclusion was Seclusion. 
I'usorted to in the treatment of 27 men and 11 women, on 101 
occasions for 762J hours in the cases of the men, and on 50 
occasions for 252 hours in all in the cases of the women. 

Kestraint was used on one occasion, for 72 hours, to prevent the Restraint, 
removal of surgical dressings, after an operation. At the time of 
be visit one man was found under restraint. 

Twelve men are returned as having attempted to escape, and in Escape*. 

0 cases the attempt was successful, as the patients were not re- 
captured. In one case the patient returned of his own accord.

As patients are no longer brought from Petitswood to the main 
asylum for their meals, it is to be hoped that these attempts to 
leave the institution in this unauthorised fashion will be less 
frequent in future. 

Forty-eight men and 75 women are at present confined to bed, 
Of these 30i are seriously ill, while the others are either sufiering 
from minor ailments, or are kept in bed on account of their mental 
condition. 

The patients, with the exception of one noisy woman, were ven 
quiet and well-behaved, and werei all neatly and suitably dressed, 
They appear to receive due attention from the attendants in charge 
of them. 


The dinner, both in the main hall and a4d Petitswood, was served 
with due regard to decency, and the habits of civilisation, and 
the behaviour of the patients ‘was most orderly. 


The enamelled ware in use in cases where the enamel has worn 
off is certainly objectionable for drinking vessels, and chamber 
utensils of this ware cannot be considered sanitary. 

The scale of dietary laid down provides a very small meat ration 
— only 26 ounces per patient per week, uncooked and with bone. 
As almost 50 per cent, must be deducted for bone and cooking, this 
allowance works out at little more than 2 ounces per patient a day. 
Usually, in the dietaries of Irish Asylums, potatoes are largely 
given to take the place' of meat, but here this is not so, as potatoes 
are only allowed on two days a week — Sunday and Thursday. Not 
alone is this vegetable the most suitable food for the patients, but 
it is also perhaps *the most economical, having regard to its 
nourishing properties. No fish is given, on Fridays, as is now the 
custom in most Irish Asylums. 


The comfort of the patients, and their health and safety are 
greatly enhanced by the service of the meals at Petitswood. Ih^ 
main diningroom is no longer crowded; the dinners formerly served 
in the passages have been given up; and the male patients Ihing 
at Petitswood are no longer obliged to come three times a day, 
sometimes in cold and wet weather, to the main asylum for their 
meals. 


The pipes for the new scheme for heating the -wards are at presen 
being placed in position. This work isl now nearly completed on 
the female side. Unfortunately in some cases it has been fo^^ 
necessary to carry the pipes across the windows, which will ta^e 
away greatly from the appearance of some of the rooms. It la ^ 
be hoped that the scheme will prove a success, as a higher tempera 
ture in cold -weather is badly wanted. 

The wards at Petitswood are in good order. As the first day of 
my visit was a holiday, the patients were found in their 
which is a well lighted and cheerful apartment, but devoid o 
those surroundings — such as papers, books, birds, and pm^ 
which would serve to interest and amuse the insane.

almost 17 females. The latter ratio is much below the line of 
safety.

The sanitary condition of the asylum is far from satisfactory, 
and at present the question; of the drainage) of the institution is 
receiving the carefiil attention of the Committee, who have taken 
steps to have the sewerage system thoroughly examined and reported 
on by experts. 

During the past year the asylum has never been free from cases 
of zymotic disease, and the record of such diseases is a heavy one. 

The numbers of cases which have occurred since the date of the 
last inspection are as follow : — thirty-five cases of enteric fever, H 
of which proved fatal ; 4 of dysentery, one of which ended fatally ; 
one fatal case of diphtheria ; 6 cases of scarlatina — one of them fatal; 
4 of influenza, two of which ended fatally; and 2 cases of erysipelas, 
and one of chicken-pox. 

Having regard especially to the large number of enteric cases, it 
is to be hoped that every effort will be made to trace the cause of 
infection, with the view of taking steps to have it remedied. 

The death rate continues to be heavy. In 22 of the 81 deaths 
which occurred during the period under review, the cause was 
verified by post mortem examination, and in 11 cases the' patients 
were suffering from bedsores at the time of their death. 

None of the deaths resulted from accident or suicide, and in no 
case was a Coroner’s Inquest deemed necessary. 

The serious casualties which occurred since last visit were seven 
in number, viz. three fractures of bones caused by being knocked 
down by other patients; a scalp wound sustained as thei result of a 
fall in an epileptic fit; a severe blow inflicted by a fellow patient, 
causing loosening of a tooth; a fractured rib as the result of an 
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accidental fall; and a large incised wound on the buttock caused by Ojlaoh, 
the breaking of a chamber utensil on which a patient was sitting. . Asylum. 

There is no record of any patient having been placed in seclusion No seclusion, 
during the period under review, but one woman has worn restraint Kggtraint 
gloves practically every night since January last, in order to pre- 
vent her from tearing ofi dressings, and mutilating her fingers, 
while another woman was also compelled to wear a glove continu- 
ously for 112' hours in all, with the same object. 

Three male patients escaped since the beginning of the year, but Escapes. . 
were in each case brought back to the asylum on! the day following 
their escape.

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indoor and outdoor games, the patients are afiorded opportunities 
of attending theatrical performances, band promenades, circuses, 
athletic sports, and local shows. 

Four iron fire-escape stairs, two on each side of the asylum, have 
been erected since the date of the last inspection, and, at the present 
time, the steam boilers, engines, putnps, laundry machinery, drying 
chamber, and the entire heating apparatus, are being overhauled. 

The necessary door openings in connection, with the fire-escape 
stairs were made by the asylum tradesmen, and a great deal of 
plumbing,, gasfitting, painting, colouring, papering, and general 
repairsi has also been done by them,' with the assistance of some of 
the patients. 

The erection of' a gallery in the Roman Catholic Chapel, which 
was referred to in previous) reports, had now been completed, as 
has also the work of converting the room formerly used as a Chapel 
into accommodation for patients and attendants. 

The reclamationf ot the rough land on the asylum estate! is still 
proceeding, and the quantity of turf obtained from the bog is being 
increased. 

I regret to state that rats are still said to infest the female 
hospital, and renewed efiorts should, therefore, be made to get rid 
of these pests, which not only frighten the patients greatly, and 
thus very prejudicially affect their mental condition, but may also 
act as carriers of disease germs. 

The present male hospital, is quite unsuited for the treatment of 
many sick patients, and, asi pointed out in previous reports, there 
is a great need for a hospital on the male side corresponding 
that which has been provided on the female side. 

The want of acoommodation for sick attendants was emphasized 
at the recent Inquiry into the death of an attendant from typhoid 
fever, and, if it were decided to erect a new hospital for the patients, 
accommodation for attendants suffering from illness could be pro- 
vided in connection with it. 

Of the 742 patients on the register on tlia 6th instant, 529 (281 
males and 248 females), were primarily chargeable to the Conn ? 
Tyrone, and 213 (131 males and 82 females) to the County her- 
managh. 


The average cost of maintenance coiitinues to decrease— the gross 
amount per patient, including repayments of loans for purchase o 
land, erection of buildings, etc., being £28 11s. M. 
financial year 1906-6; while the net average, ^eluding the i 
repayment referred to, and deducting receipts from 
patients and other miscellaneous sources, fell to £21 los.

In only two cases since last visit was a Coroner's Inquest con- 
sidered necessary. -In one of the cases a male patient died as the 
result of an accidental fall, which caused haemorrhage of the brain. 
In the other, a verdict of death from fatty degeneration of the 
heart was returned. . - 

In nearly 35 per cent, of the deaths the cause was verified by 
post mortem examination. 

. The death rate on the daily average number resident is returned 
as 7.Q per cent, during the year 1905. 

Since last inspection, 49 patients were attacked with Dysentery, 
which proved fatal in eight cases. One patient and one attendant 
sufiered from Enteric Fever; two patients and two attendants from 
Measles ; and four patients from Erysipelas. Seventy-eight patients 
sufiered from Consumption, which was the cause of death in 33 
cases. 

At the present time, 24 men and 93 women are confined to bed. 
Of these, 39 are seriously ill, and 15 are kept in bed on account of 
excitement. The rest are suffering from old age, and from various 
chronic ailments. 

There is no entry of any recourse to mechanical restraint during 
the period under review, but seclusion has been used in the cases of 
99 men, and 31 women; on 910 occasions; for 7,280 hours ini all in 
the cases of the men, and on 1,037 occasions for 4,654 hours in tbe 
cases of the women. At the present visit two men and six women 
were found in seclusion. 

Thirty-two men and 3 women are returned as suffering from 
General Paralysis of the Insane. 

During the period under review there have been 7 casualties 
involving fractures of bones; one case of dislocation; two cases of 
incised wounds, and one severe burn. 

Into one of these casualties special inquiry was made, as the 
patient stated that the fracture of two of her ribs was caused by ^ 
blow from a nurse. The nurse admits that she shoved the patient 
into her seat at breakfast in the hall. As the injuries were in- 
flicted in the public dining hall, in the presence of a large 
of the staff, it would seem as if they had been more or less acciden - 
ally caused by the patient’s side coming against the edge of the table. 

During the visit, the patients, both men and women, w'ere quiet 
and well behaved. They were tidy in their persons, and respec - 
ably dressed. 

The dinner on the first day consisted of curried rice and a little 
meat — not a meal which is very acceptable to Irish people. ^ 
the next day a larger amount of meat was given, and the .]!V 
-therefore, much better liked. The dietary has been changed wi ^ 
the last few years, and the quantity of meat somewhat reduc 
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Eight ounces of meat is allowed on four days of the week ; four 
ounces on two days, and fish is given on Fridays, so that the total , — , 

jmount (excluding fish) is 40 ounces of meat per week, uncooked 
and with bone. 

Comparing this allowance with the amount laid down in the ■ ‘ 

dietaries of other similar institutions, the weekly allowance would 
not appear to be below the average weight of meat issued elsewhere. 

Taking, as an example of asylum dietary, that laid down for the 
London County Asylums, the weekly amount there is about 27 
ounces of meat cooked and free from bone. Making an allowance 
of over one-third for loss in cooking and bone, the amount given 
here is not much below that which the patients receive in the London 
Asylums, and the issue of vegetables is certainly more liberal in the ' 

Irish Institution. 

However, a more equal apportionment of the quantity allowed 

on the difierent meat days would tend much to the contentment of 
the patients. 

During the past year a great deal has been done to improve the P 
condition of some of the wards on the male side. New floors have 
been laid, and the day-room in No. 6 has been re-modelled and 
enlarged, by the removal of some useless walls, and improved by 
the introduction of larger and more modern windows, which admit 
more light and air. These improvements were indeed sadly needed, Furnishing, 
and it is to be hoped that further steps will be taken to render of wards, 
some of the other dayrooms more suitable for the care of the insane. 

Some of these rooms, crowded as they are, possess none of those 
surroundings — such as books, pictures, and objects of interest— 
which could in any way tend to allay excitement and discontent. 

On the female side the comfort of the insane inmates is better ^ 

attended to. Many of the rooms are suitably furnished, and some 
of the wards and corridors have of late been painted and decorated. 

The two dayrooms for more troublesome cases contain a large 
number of patients. One is fairly furnished, with marked effect 
on its inmates. Perhaps it mighh be possible to render the second 
room equally attractive. At present these two rooms are under the 
management of one charge nurse. It would serve a useful purpose 
to have them divided into two separate wards, with two charge 
nurses, as it must be impossible for any one woman, no matter how 
intelligent or how well assisted, to properly superintend such a 
number of troublesome patients. 

The administration of the female hospital, and the comfort of the 
patients would be greatly improved by the provision of a lift, by 
^hich the food could be brought upstairs, as its .conveyance for the 
number of patients in bed must impose a heavy burden on the 
stag, and the distance from the kitchen must result in its getting 
*^old in transit.

or the wooden building catchingi fire, this passage would serve as a 
Hue to convey the fire from one tOi the other. This might be 
remedied by the removal of the boarding from the sides of the 
passage. 

The returns of employment show, that, exclusive of bed-makers, 
70 per cent., of the men, and 78 per cent, of the women find some 
useful work. 

The various trades organised in the institution afiord the means 
of utilising the energies of almost all the inmates, and thus help to 
stay the degeneration of mental power which is the outcome of 
insanity. 

Recreation is also provided by various outdoor games; by dances 
indoors during the winter ; and by walks in the country. 

Almost 50 per cent, of the patients appear to be capable of 
.attending to the ministrations of religion in the chapels attached 
to the institution. Six hundred and eight were present at Mass 
last Sunday; 105 went to the Protestant Episcopalian Service; and 
20 to the Presbyterian Service. The three Chaplains are constant 
in their attendance. 

No change ap23ears to have been made in the strength of the staff, 
which gives a ratio of one attendant to 14 male patients, and of 
one nurse to over 15 females. 

These ratios, especially on the female side, are low. The care of 
the insane during the night, however, still continues to be 
adequately provided for. Eleven meh and 18 women are on nigbt 
duty. 

The Case-books were, as heretofore, found to contain full and 
continuous information regarding the mental and physical condi- 
tion of each patient' in the asylum. Each case is illustrated by an 
admirable photograph of the patient, which recalls his or her his- 
tory. When a note is about to be made, a report from the attend- 
ant in charge is called for. This insures that both the doctor and 
the attendant have a. full knowledge of the patient’s condition, and 
of all the 2 :>hases of his mental state. Perhaps' it is not generally 
recognised what a protection this is to the insane. Amongst such 
a crowd, it would be possible that a case would otherwise be entirely 
forgotten, and languish in the asylum for years, without any ques- 
tion arising as to his or her fitness for discharge..

The work of laying out the grounds surrounding this asylum is Inspected on 
still proceeding. During the past year these operations have been 
principally confined to making and steam rolling the main roads, _L ' 
and to concreting the ground immediately adjoining the main Laying out of 
building. Much remains to be done. Advantage should be taken grounds, &c, 
of the present season to plant trees and shrubs, so as to afford pro- 
tection from the high winds which prevail in the winter. 

As previously pointed out, the levelling and laying out of the 
ground affords perhaps the most suitable work for the employment 
of the insane, and it is certainly to be regretted that no patients 
are freshly admitted to the asylum, as it possesses exceptional admitted 
resources, 'both from the excellent accommodation which it provides cases, 
for the treatment of acute cases; its healthy surroundings; and the 
peculiar advantages which are available for the employment of the 
insane at healthy outdoor work. 

At the present time there are no direct admissions to the asylum, 
all the patients being transferred from the Richmond ; nor are there 
separate Admission, Discharge, or Daily Statement Books kept at 
Portrane; nor any Clerk to keep such books. 

An asylum managed under such conditions, and without any Necessity for 
separate records of the work done within its walls, or any in- statistics, 
dependent statistics has little chance of showing its utility; to the 
district. 

The want of such statistics renders it impossible to give the usual Numbers 
returns of the admissions and discharges since last visit. All that 
Can be ascertained is that at present there are in residence 731 
men and 595 women — a total of 1,326 patients. 

These numbers are located in the main building and one of the Aecommoda- 
temporary blocks, whilst the two remaining blocks, affording sleep- 
ing accommodation for 186 patients, are lying idle. 

Having regard to the miserable condition of the lunatics and Temporary 
imbeciles in the various workhouses of the district, and the constant 
applications for their admission to the asylum, it is to be re- 
gretted that these buildings, which would afford excellent accom- 
modation for this class of the insane, should be allowed to remain 
empty. 

The only objection to the use of such buildings is the danger of Precautmn 
fire. But, as pointed out in the A5th Annual Report of the Lunacy re 

Commissioners for Scotland, if suitable provision is made for their 
protection, by lining all exposed places with non-combustible 
material, and by providing ample means of exit, the risk of fire is 
greater than in an ordinary asylum building, while the means 
of escape are much more easily secured. 

These buildings undoubtedly provide accommodation of the most 
economical kind, though only suitable for the chronic insane.

During the visit the patients were quiet and well conducted, 
The women were still wearing their summer dresses, which of course 
are now, in some cases looking a little shabby, buti they were clean 
and tidy. The men were also decently dressed. Slippers should 
be provided — at any rate for the farm workers — to save the floors, 
as far as possible. It must, however, be acknowledged that in most 
of the wards the floors are kept in excellent order. 

Unfortunately, little has been done to provide those objects of 
interest and amusement which are now generally found in modern 
asylums, such as books, newspapers, pictures, and plants, which 
tend to arrest the attention of the inmates, and to rouse their 
interest in their surroundings. Experience has so fully de- 
monstrated the beneficial influences of bright and interesting 
surroundings upon the excited and demented inmates of asylums, 
that the representations on this subject, which' were made in 
former reports, must be repeated. A small bookcase placed in each 
dayroom, with a few cheap books would serve a useful purpose, 
without costing much, and reading desks, with newspapers fastened 
to them, as in a public reading room, so as to prevent one patient 
from pocketing all the papers supplied, would add to the comfort 
of the male patients. 

The deaths are said to have numbered 69 since last visit, and the 
cause was verified by post mortem examination in 35 cases, or more 
than 50 per cent. This is certainly a very creditable return. 

The deaths during the year were registered as the result of 
ordinary disease, and in no case was it found necessary’ to hold an 
inquest. 

The serious casualties are returned as seven in number. Thwe 
consisted of four fractures of bones, caused by accidental falls |d 
two cases, by an assault by another patient in one case, and m 
another case, where the 8th rib was found fractured, the patient 
alleges that he was assaulted by a temporary attendant. As the 
attendant concerned is now on remand awaiting trial, it is not 
possible to refer further to the matter. 


A male patient sustained a rupture of the urethra. The injury 
was noticed when he was being bathed, but no information as o 
how it occurred was; forthcoming. A patient was reported to have 
sustained severe bruises about the scrotum and perineum lu ^ 
struggle with an attendant, whilst another sustained a rupture o 
the cornea, as the result of a blow given by a fellow patient. 


On the first day of the visit, the dinner consisted of bacon an 
cabbage — an excellent and plentiful dinner, and one most accep 
able to the Irish taste. On the next day the meal consisted ^ 

of rice with a little curried meat — not a dinner appreciated ^ 

Irish people, and, therefore, the subject of many complaints, 
dietary is similar to that in use at the Richmond, and the sain 
remarks apply. 

The service of the meal is improved, in so far that the 
is not so great, as a number of men dine in a veranda! outsi 
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mneral diningroom, and some of the women take their meals in 
L diningrooms attached to their wards. Much, however, remains 
to be done to secure greater despatch and regularity in the 
service of the women’s! dinner in the large hall, as nothing 
irritates the insane more than delay in serving their food. The; 
meat should be carved in the kitchen, before the patients enter the 
diningroom, and dinner waggons should he provided for conveying 
the food with despatch along the tables. 

In the smaller rooms the dinners were served more comfortably, 
and much better order was maintained. In all the diningrooms the 
patients were provided with table-cloths, knives and forks. These 
attributes of civilization do much to induce habits of decency in the 
insane, who so quickly deteriorate when such evidences of home life 
are given up. 

On the first day of the visit, IB men and 20 women were confined Health, 
to bed from various ordinary diseases. Erysipelas attacked two Zymotic 
female patients in May, but this appears to have been the only 
zymotic disease which occurred since last visit. 

-Almost 8 per cent, of the patients suffer from Epilepsy. Epileptic cases. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that mechanical re- No restraint, 
straint has not been resorted to, but 8 men were secluded for a 
total period of 57 hours. There is no record of the/ usef of either 
restraint or seclusion on the female side.

The returns of employment show that (exclusive of those at work Employment, 
ia the wards) 38 per cent, of the men, and almost 50 per cent, of 
the women are engaged at some useful work. As previously stated, 
many branches of industry — both out of doors on the land, and 
indoors at various trades — are provided for the occupation of the 
patients. 

More than 46 per cent, attend to their religious duties at the Keligious 
Chapels attached to the institution. ministration* 

The staff of attendants consists of 46 men and 39 women for day staff, 
duty, and 8 men and 8 women for night duty. The day staff gives 
a proportion of about one attendant or nurse to over 15 patients 
on each side.

The keeping of the Case-books, and other medical records has Medical 
uiHch improved. Careful records are now kept of the mental state 
«f all patients under care. Some are illustrated by photographs, 
and it is to be hoped that in time all the cabes will be thus ilius- Usefulness ot 
Irated, in order to enable each case to be easily called to mind, photograp s.

and day-room space for only 444 (189 men and 255 women), so' 
that the sleeping accommodation is overcrowded by 36, land 
the day-room accommodation by 228. 


In addition, there are 70 lunatics and imbeciles in the Work- 
houses of the district, who are urgently in ne6d of improved 
care and treatment. 


Additional accommodation is, therefore, urgently required (o 
meet the wants of the Counties of Sligo and Leitrim. 

There are certain matters, to which attention has been called 
in previous Reports, and to which it is necessary to revert, viz:- 

Flooringof (1). The wood-block flooring of the male dining-room, which 
male dining- uprooted from its! bed through exposure to the weather, has 

now been re-laid, and the room is again in use. 

■Want of (2). Attention has been repeatedly called to the unprotected 

windT^^of windows of the single rooms, as no' shutters are 

^ngleTooms. pi^o'^^ided. These windows had to be boarded up in order to 
prevent the breaking of the glass by violent patients, thus leav- 
ing the rooms in darkness, and without ventilation. 


The Committee directed the Medical Superintendent to pro- 
vide suitable shutters for these rooms, but the staff at his disposal 
does not appear to be sufficient to carry out a work of such 
ma-gnitude, as, during the past year shutters for only 
windows have been provided, and as there are at least thirty 
windows still to be dealt with, some more speedy method of 
completing the work should be devised. 

Plastering of (3). The walls of the single rooms on the upper story still 
walls required, remain unplastered, and, owing to their extreme roughness, are 
in a dangerous and Insanitary condition. The plaster round 
some of the door frames on this story has fallen off. These door 
frames will require to be re-set and the plaster renewed.

(4). It does not appear that any of the appliances now generally 
used in modern asylums for recording the watchfulness of tn®

the Medical Superintendent must be held at least primany 
responsible.

Special locks have been provided for the outside doors, and Fitting of new 
also on the doors of communication between the male and the ^oclw.

The water supply does not afford sufficient pressure to com- lusufficient 
mand the roof of the building, and cannot, therefore, be deemed water supply 
sufficient to deal with an outbreak of fire. It appears that it pi-eoautions 
would be impossible to obtain sufficient pressure from the town against fire, 
water supply, and that the only means of securing adequate pro- 
tection against fire would be the provision of a fire engine. 

Since the date of the last visit to the Institution, on the 11th Statistics 
October, 1905, 94 patients (51 men and 43 women) have been 
admitted] 59 (32 men and 27 women) have been discharged; and 
39 (26 men and 13 women) have died — leaving the names of 
672 (401 men and 271 women) at present on the books of the 
Institution — a decrease of 7 men and an increase of 3 women. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident Death rate 
during the year 1905 was 8'3. 

There has been no death from misadventure, nor has a Coroner’s No_ casualties 
Inquest been considered necessary in any case. or inquests. 


No serious casualties are reported since last inspection. 

On our visit to the waa-ds, we found 40 patients confined to Health 
bed, of whom 10 were seriously ill, and 25 were suffering from statistics, 
vanous minor ailments, or from the effects of old age or debility, 
while 5 were kept in bed. owing to their excitement.

The staff no'5v consists of a Head Attendant, 7 Charge, and U 
ordinary Attendants on the male side, and of a Matron, a Head 
N'urse, 6 Charge, and 11 ordinary N'urses on the female side, 
It appears that on the male side there are two other attendants 
— one who is in charge of the farm horses, and one who acts as 
postman and messenger. On the female side also', one Nurse 
acts as Laundress, and one as Kitchen Maid. These attendants 
and nurses can, therefore, in no way be regarded as taking care 
of the patients in the wards, and cannot be reckoned as part of 
the nursing staff, which, as it stands, gives a ratio of one 
attendant to 19 male patients, and of one nurse to 16 female 
patients. This staff is certainly not sufficient to- take proper care 
of the insane, especially as we saw them — on a holiday — when a 
great number of the attendants and nurses were on leave. 

The two attendants who do duty as farm labourer and mes- 
senger, respectively, should be taken into the wards, and a 
labourer and a boy to go messages should be employed in fcheir 
places ; and similarly on the female side, those of the staff wlio 
are employed at domestic service should return to their proper 
duties in the wards, and domestic servants should be appointed 
in their places. 

The patients’ clothing appeared to be of serviceable and suit- 
able material, but we cannot say that the tidiness of the patients, 
or the condition of the beds and bedding shows that attention 
and care which is usually displayed in public asylums. 

The dinner on the first day of the visit consisted of Iiish steir, 
The provisions were of good quality, but, owing to the manner 
in which the meals are served in this Asylum, the food seemed 
uninviting. There are neither table cloths, knives, forks, nor 
plates — the food being served in tin mugs. 


The number of patients employed at useful work, exclusive of 
bed-making, gives a ratio' of 64*8 per cent, of the men, and 
about 48 per cent, of the women. These percentages show a 
high rate of industrial employment. One hundred and forty 
men work on the farm, but only 15 women are employed in 
the laundry. Greater efforts should be made to get some of the 
women at present unemployed to help in this department. 

About 55 per cent, of the patients are able to take p^t in 
the religious ministrations of their respective Churches. Three 
hundred and forty-three attend Mass, and 29 go to the fro 
testant service. 

The medical returns are regularly written up, but nothing has 
been done as regards the writing up of the histories of the o 
patients in the Case-books, to which reference was made w P 
Reports.

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WATERFORD DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

At the date of inspection of this asylum, the structural, altera- 
tions in the older parts of the buildings and the enlargement of the 
windows, referred to in the last report, have been completed, -with 
the exception of the conversion of the old male refractory dayroom 
into a dormitory. This work is at present in progress, and will be 
completed in a few weeks. 

The grounds are also being laid out around the new blocks; 
terraces are being constructed ; and a double flight of concrete steps 
descending from the main building to the female hospital block, is 
being made. 

A great deal of outside and inside painting has also been carried 
out during the year. 

An installation of electric night clocks has been provided through- 
out the wards, and in the new infirmary blocks. 

According to the return made out at our office, the asylum now 
provides accommodation in the sleeping rooms for 605 patients (311 
men and 294 women), and in the dayrooms for 565 patients (264 
men and 301 women). 

The new infirmary blocks have done much to improve the accom- 
modation in the asylum, not alone by providing useful modern 
hospitals for the treatment of the acute and the sick im buildings 
separate from the rest of the asylum, but also by affording more 
space and better accommodation in the old wards for the! trouble- 
some cases. The improvement is very apparent on the male side, 
hut, on the female side, the arrangements necessary for the re- 
organisation of the female patients and staff are scarcely completed 
and as yet there is little means of judging the eflect on the more 
unruly members of this community. 

There is, therefore, still a good deal of noise and excitement 
amongst this class, nor can an improvement be expected until these 
patients are distributed in smaller numbers, as it is the collection 
of so many excitable people together which leads to disorder — the 
disorderly conduct of one exciting others. 

, m<»t of the dayrooms in this asylum are too large 
- jsome cases. A dayroom for insane patients re- 
quiring constant supervision should not contain more than from 30 
a larger number, besides rendering the patients more unruly, 
18 too much for proper supervision by the Charge Nurse. 

Since the last inspection, 10& patients (54 of each sex) have b*ien 
52 (27 men and 25 women) have been discharged; and 

Ohave died — leaving 571 (306 men and 265 women) under care -- 
showing an increase of 26 in the past 13J months. 

Of the admissions during 1906, 16 were sent in from workhouses, 
^UQ 13 had been previously under treatment in the asylum. The

The deaths call for no special remarks : all were from diseases 
generally found in asylums. 

In 5 cases, or 16 per cent., the cause was verified by post mortem 
examination. 

In no case did the Coroner consider it necessary to have an inquest, 

One woman died of Erysipelas, and this disease attacked two 
other female patients. 

This was the only zymotic disease which appeared during the 
period under review, with the exception of Influenza, of which there 
was a severe outbreak in November, attacking' both patients and 
stafl. 


At the time of the visit, 26 patients were foundi in bed, of ivhoiii 
9 were seriously ill; 12 were suffering from minor ailments; anas 
were kept in bed on account of their excited condition. 


During the period under review, 11 men and 7 women have been 
eoluded— the men on 47 occasions for 138 hours— and the women 
n 32 occasions for 145 hours in all.

Siity-four per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their 
religious duties. Three hundred and fifty-two were at Mass last 
Sunday, and 12 went to the Protestant worship. 


The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and their books 
are carefully kept. 

Both men and women were decently dressed. The men’s appear- OlotHng anJ 
ance would be improved if all were given neckties. The women 
mre neat and tidy. The bedding was found in excellent order, 
and sufficiently warm for this season of the year. All the material 
now used in the men’s clothing is made in the establishment. 


The dinner consisted of bacon, cabbage and potatoes— excellent in Dietary 
quality and sufficient in quantity— and a meal much enjoyed by the 
patients. 

The dietary scale seems well devised for the wants and tastes 
of the patients, but potatoes might be given every day, when pro- 
curable. 


The dining hall is overcrowded, and the service would be improved 
by having a separate meal for men and women. The use ot knives 
and forks miglit also be further extended. 

The staff has been strengthened by the appointment of two super- Siaft, 
numerary attendants on each side for special duty, and ® 

place of those absent through sickness. There are 5 Charge 
and 18 ordinary attendants on the male side, and on the temaie 
side 6 Charge and 17 ordinary nurses— giving a pri^ortion of one 
attendant to 13 males and one nurse to 11 females. Three men and 
four women do duty during the night. 

This staff should be fully adequate for the nursing of the patients 
under care.

The two deaths were registered as due to softening of the brain, aud 
fatty degeneration of tlie heart, respectively. 

The general health since last visit has been excellent. No serious 
casualties are reported, and both ladies and gentlemen appeared to be 
well looked after. 

There is no record of the use of eitlier restraint or seclusion during the 
period under review. 

An additional sittingroom has been provided for a lady whose habits 
are rather troublesome ; but, in my opinion, this lady would bo better in 
association with the others, and under constant supervision, so as to 
train her as far as possible to sit on a chair, and conform to the usages 
of society. . 

Fourteen gentlemen and eleven ladies are able to enjoy walking exei-- 
cise in the very charming grounds attached to the house, where 
they spent a great part of their time in the open air. 

The bedrooms are in good order, free from unpleasant odour, and 
ventilation and cleanliness appear to be duly attended to. 

Efforts should be made to remove the noisy patients as far as possible 
from the quiet and intelligent, as one gentleman coraplained that he 
was kept awake by the i*estlessness of his neighbour. 

More attention should be paid by the attendants to the men’s sanitary 
accommodation. 
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The institution has been visited on seventeen occasions since last in- Armagh 
spection by the Episcopalian, and ten times by the Presbyterian clergy- ^ etreat. 
men. Seven gentlemen and ten ladies attend the services held in the Religious 
house, whilst two gentlemen and five ladies are able to go out to the ministration, 
neighbouring church. 

The staff is at present composed of four male attendants on the male Staff, 
side, and of a matron and five nurses on tlie female side. One male 
attendant does duty during the night. 

The. means of escape in case of fire consist of double staircases, and PrecautioHs 
the building is so low that no delay should bo experienced in getting 
the patients out.

Since the last inspection of this licensed house there have been seven ected^on 
admissions — two gentlemen and five ladies — one lady was discharged sth^August, 
on recovery, and two patients — one of each sex — died, leaving thirty- 1906. 
one patients— fifteen gentlemen and sixteen ladies — under certificates, 

The changes amongst the volniibary boarders have been as follow ; — Voluntary 
At the date of the last visit five persons— tliree gentlemen and two boarders, 
ladies — resided here in that capacity. One gentleman has since come 
in ; one gentleman and two ladies have gone away, leaving three gentle- 
men remaining in residence. 

The deaths were due to general paralysis of the insane in the male Deaths, 
and to gastric ulcer in the female case. 

There is only one patient in bed at present, and the general health llealtbi 
has been excellent. 

One patient shows some evidence of mental improvement. 

At present several ladies are absent with Dr. Allen enjoying a visit 
to the seaside, where they have gone for a couple of weeks. The others 
who were at home I saw. One gentleman, lately admitted, appears to gpjjeptic ^aser. 
he very suicidal, and should be carefully watched. There is only one 
patient suffering from epilepsy, Every effort appears to be made to Emploj menf, 
occupy the attention of the patients. !Nine gentlemen make ha^’ and 
pick fruit, whilst for the ladies, there is needlework and housework, at 
which seven find ocenpation. 

There is no record of any resort to eitlier restraint or seclusion in the No restraint 
treatment of the patients since last visit, and all were remarkably quiet or seclusion, 
and well behaved, They all spend a good deal of time in the open air, 
either w^alking or driving. Their religious Mmnts appear to be well 
attended to ; seven gentlemen and eight ladies attend the vainous 
services held by the Episcopalian and Presbyterian clergymen, whilst 
two gentlemen and four ladies are able to be present at the services 
held in the neighbouring church.

BELMONT PARK PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

The last inspection of this institution was made on the 5th October, 
1905. In the interval since then seven gentlemen have been admitted ; 
four, of whom one had recovered, have been discharged ; and three have 
died, leaving on the books the names of forty -nine patients under certi- 
ficates. 

The three deaths were due to cerebral softening in two cases, and to 
heart disease in one case. Otherwise the health of the patients has been 
wonderfully good, and no sei ious casualty or accident has been rejjorted 
during the period under review. 

There is no entry of any resort to restraint or seclusion since the date 
of last inspection. 

The gentlemen were very quiet and well behaved during the visit. 
Most of them were in the garden enjoying the open air, and some were 
amusing themselves at football. Eighteen gentlemen are able to take 
country walks once a week, and five go out driving. Thirteen make 
themselves useful iu the house, or at farm and garden work. Nineteen 
are able to attend to their religious duties. 

Their dress and personal appearance were fairly satisfactory. 

Hydrants and extincteurs” are the only means of dealing with fire 
on its first outbreak. As the water supply is obtained from a well, it is 
doubtful how far the pressure would be sufficient to keep the fire in 
check. There is no alternative means of exit from the top story in the 
main house, should escape by the stairs be cut off. and stej)s should, 
therefore, at once be taken to provide a second exit for the patients 
sleeping on this floor. 

Three extra single rooms have been added to the acute ward, and an 
out door water-closet has been built for the use of patients in tie 
garden. 

The number of patients for which the liouse is licensed ha.s now been 
increased to sixty-live, but the existing dayrooms only afl'ord acconunf’' 
elation for fifty-one. It will be necessary to provide clayroom space fyi' 
the full number sanetioued by the licence. 

The books and registers are written up to the present date,

By these 
alterations and additions it is expected that the dayrooms will be made 
sufficient for the number for which the Institution is at present 
licensed. 

During the interval which has elapsed since the last inspection, Numbew. 
eight gentlemen have been admitted, four have been discharged, and 
one has died from senile decay, leaving at the pre.sent tinie fifty-two 
patients under care. 

One of the patients lately admitted appear.s to have much improved, 

The others, who remain, seem to be suitable cases for care in such an 
establishment. 

The general health is very good. No one is at present confined to Health, 
bed. Four of the patients are returned as suffering from epilepsy, and 
one from general paralysis of the insane. 

Restraint and seclusion has been resorted to in the treatment of one Restraint and 
case, for a total duration of eight hours. seclusion. 

The patients generally were quiet and free from excitement, and the Conduct, 
only complaints made did not appear to be on substantial grounds. 

The returns show that thirteen patients are employed at housework, Employment, 
or on the farm or garden. 

Nineteen go for country walks and five for drives. Exercise, 

The dinner served during the visit appeared to be ample in quantity, Dietary and 
and well cooked, it was served with clue .attention to propriety and service of 
good order. '

BLOOMFIELD INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

Since the previous visit, on the 20th December, 1905, eight ladies 
have been admitted ; two gentlemen and one lady have been discharged, 
and two ladies have died, leaving on the books of the institution the 
names of fourteen gentlemen and twenty-five ladies. Of these, one of 
each sex is at present absent on trial, and four ladies were, at the time 
of the visit, enjoying a holiday at the seaside, where a house has been 
taken for their benefit. 

The deaths are registered as due to strangulated liernia and peri- 
tonitis in one case, and to chronic dementia in the other. 

The general health has been good. At the time of the visit two* 
ladies were found in bed — one was an old lady who was lying down 
after her dinner, and the other was suffering from debility. 

The greater number of both ladies and gentlemen were very well 
behaved, but one or two of the new admissions are rather troublesome. 
One lady refuses food, and has to be fed by the tube, which is done by 
the Matron. This is an operation which, in my 0 [)inion, should ouly 
be performed by a duly qualified medical man. 

There are at pre.senf four epileptics ; one patient is returned as 
suicidal ; and three are under constant supervision. 

Nine gentlemen and fourteen ladies are returned as being able to 
drive in the country. The amusements consist of entertainments of 
various sorts. 

A clergyman has visited on six occasicns since last visit, and con- 
ducts Divine Service, at which about twenty patients are able to be 
present, while three patients attend a place of wor.ship outside. 

The new block in connection with the female wing is now almost 
completed, and only rojquires to be furnished. It provides an excellent 
day-room, well lighted, and heated by two fireplaces. Above, there 
are bedrooms. The latter are approached by stops which are rather 
steep for the use of the insane. Downstairs there is a bath and lava- 
tory, which is somewhat small for such patients. 

On the male side a number of the windows of the single rooms have 
been lowered, wliicli greatly improves the ventilation and light in these 
apai'tments. 

The staff at present consists of four male attendants and seven 
nurses, whilst three attendants and four nurses are returned as doing 
duty at night. 

The medical records, including the case-books, continue to be kept 
with great care.

Since the date of my coJleagaes visit to this institution on the 2oth 27th Dec. 

June, six patients (three of each sex) have been admitted ; one gentle- 1906. 
man and two ladies have been discharged recovered, and two gentle- 
men unrecovered ; while one lady has died — the cause of death being 
returned as chronic nephritis. 

There are now fourteen gentlemen and twentj'five ladies on the 
books, but one gentleman is at present absent on trial. 

The health of the patients has been very good since last visit. There Health, 
were, however, three ladies confined to bed to-day. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint during the period No restraint, 
under review, and the only record of the use of seclusion was in the Seclusion, 
case of a lady who was secluded on one occasion for half an hour. 

I was glad to notice many improvements in the buildings since I Improvements, 
paid my last visit. 

The windows of all the rooms on the male side, except two, have 
been enlarged, thus greatly improving the lighting and ventilation. 

A new bathroom has also been added to this corridor, and a con- 
siderable quantity of new furniture has been supplied. 

The patients were clean and well clothed, with the exception of one Condition and 
gentleman, whose clothes were somewhat untidy. clothing. 

Captain Purcell, of the City Fire Brigade, some time ago inspected Precautions 
the institution, and expressed himself satisfied with the arrangements against fire, 
for dealing with an outbreak of fire. He made a suggestion that the 
water should be brought straight to tiie buildings from the outer main, 
and this suggestiou was duly carried out. 

As there are not doable exits from all the rooms at Swanbrook, it 
would, ill my opinion, be well to provide a canvas chute, as a means of 
escape from this building, 

There is, on the female side of the house, an epileptic boy, who, at Epileptic boy. 
die tiine of my visits, is usually confined to bed. I am informed that 
^ special spinal car has been p^rovided for his use, and every effort 
sliould, therefore, now be made to keep him as much as possible in the 
open air.

One of the deaths was due to apoplexy, and the other was the result 
of an accident — the lady having jumped from a window on the morning 
of the 23rd November last. This accident formed the subject of an 
inquiry by us. No other accident or casualty has been reported. 

The greater number of the ladies were found in their sittingroom, 
after returning from a walk in the grounds. Others were in the court- 
yard. All were quiet and well behaved, and neat and tidy in their 
persons. No cue was confined to bed. Two cases were convalescent, 
and it is to be hoped will shortly return home. 

Seclusion has not been resorted to during* the period under review, 
hut three patients have been, restrained — one for one, one for three, 
and one for twelve hours — by a jacket, on account of violence and 
attempted assaults. 

Eleven ladies are able to take walking exercise.^) in the extensive 
park attached to the house, and occasionally excursions are made to 
the neighbouring hills. Some occupy their time at needlework, and 
others assist in household duties. 

Thirteen patients are able to attend to their religious duties in the 
chapel attached to the insTStution. 

There are nine Sisters in immediate charge of the patients, who, 
unaided, do the whole nursing of the establishment. There is no night 
staff, hut the Sisters sleep either in clo.se proximity to the patients, or 
in the rooms with them. 

The rooms fitted up in the outbuildings of the house are now 
completed, and provide very fair accommodation for patients paying 
low rates of board. 

The whole building is lighted by electricity, and has a fair water 
supply from the neighbouring hills. 

The means of escape in case of an outbreak of fire are provided 
by stairs, which afford alternative exits from most parts of the 
building.

When this licensed house was last inspected, on the 30fch Jam^rh 
1906, there were in residence twenty -four patients under certificates, an 
six voluntary boarders. Since then nine certified patients and eights*^’' 
voluntary boarders have been admitted. Five of the former and^'^’ 
teen of the latter have been discharged ; one patient under cerfcitcat^ 
and two voluntary boarders have died, leaving twenty-seven gentenie 
under certificates and five voluntary boarders on the books at thep*" 
sent date. 

The death was due to mitral disease in the case of the certifi®^ 
patient, and to cirrhosis of the liver and delirium tremens, • ’ 

in the cases of the voluntary boarders. 
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When going round the wards I found a yolunfcaiy boarder, lately 
admitted, in bed suffering from delirium tremens. It is difficult to 
look upon persons suffering from sucli a disease, of which intense 
dental disturbance is the principal symptom, as voluntary boarders. 

There does not appear to be any record of the use of seclusion since 
last visit, but restraint has been resorted to in the treatment of three 
cases on five occasions, for five, two, and seven hours, respectively, the 
instruments of restraint used being the strait-jacket, wristlets, and 
anklets. The two latter instruments are not sanctioned under the 
regulations regarding the application of mechanical restraint, and their 
use must, therefore be dispoutinued. It is also to be hoped that such 
frequent recourse to restraint will not be found necessary in future. 

Four patients are returned as taking extended exercise beyond the 
grounds. As pointed out in previous reports, this number should be 
largely increased. Eight patients are sent out for drives. Three 
gentlemen are returned as occupying their time at gardening and house- 
hold work. Efforts should he made to interest the more intelligent 
patients in outdoor games, such as cricket and football. 

Twenty two patients are said to attend to their religious duties in the 
Chapel attached to the institution, but none attend the celebration of 
Mass in the neighbouring churches. 

Some painting and papering has been done, and some repairs have 
been carried out, but much remains to be done. 

The staff is returned as consisting of eight attendants and one night 
attendant.

The general healtli has been very good; No epidemic or febrile 
disease has visited the institution during the period under review and 
to-day only two gentlemen are confined to bed. ' 

There is no entry of any recourse to either restraiut or seclusion since 
last visit. 

One gentleman attempted to escape when out walking, but was over- 
taken by the attendant, and returned quietly to the house. 

The gentlemen were fairly neat and tidy in thfir persons, but the 
pillow covers on some of the beds might have been cleaner. 

The dinner, in the dining hall was served with order and regularity, 
and the food appeared to be of good quality, and to be properly cooked. 

There was very little exoitemont during the visit, and it might be 
possible to reduce the numbers in the more troublesome wards, where 
the objects of amusement and interest seem to be very deficient. ' 

Gramophone, magic lantern entertainments, and concerts, are 
occasionally given. Twenty of the better-behaved patients go for ex- 
tended walks ; ten go out driving, and nine employ themselves at 
various domestic duties. 

The accommodation has been extended by the erection of an 
additional wing containing seven single 7‘ooms, and new water-closet 
accommodation has been provided in different parts of the house. 

The staff consists of eighteen members of the Brotherhood, and ten 
paid attendants, whilst two attendants do duty at night. 

The greater number of the patients are still able to attend their re- 
ligious duties in the Chapel attached to the institution.

ST. PATRICK’S HOSPITAL. 

This institution now contaiii-s ninety-eight patients — thirty-seven 
gentlemen and sixty-one ladies. Since the last visit was paid, fifteen 
(ten gentlemen and five ladies) have been admitted. One lady has been 
transferred to St. Edmondsbury. Seven (three gentlemen and four 
ladies) have been discharged recovered, and three (two gentlemen aud 
one lady) unrecovered, while six (one gentleman and five ladies) have 
died. The deaths were registered as due to senile decay, in three cases, 
and to melanotic sarcomata, pneumonia, and cerebral haiiuorrhage, re- 
spectively, in the others. 

It was found necessary to amputate tlie leg of one of the feoaalo 
j)atients through the knee joint, on account of extensive malignant 
disease. The operation was most successl'ul. 

In order to prevent the removal of surgical dressings, it was necessary 
to use restraint in one case for an horn-. This is the only entry in 
register^ of restraint and seclusion during the period under review. 
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All portions of the house and grounds are maintained in excellent 
order, and, since the last visit a new water-uloset and urinal have been 
erected in one of the male divisions. Observation windows liave been 
provided in the door.s of single rooms ; new rooms have been erected for 
the Assistant Medical Oliicer, and a good deal of papering and painting 
lias been done on the female side. 

Nine gentlemen and eighteen ladie.s atteml Divine Service held in the 
institution, whilst two gentlemen and four ladies are able to go to tlie 
neighbouring church. 

The Catholic clergymen vi'it when required. 

Three gentlemen employ themselves at garden work, and twenty 
ladie.s occupy their time at various household duties.

YEaV-ILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM, 

There are at present twenty-six ladies resident under certificates. 
Since last inspection, on the 21st July, 1905, four patients have been 
admitted ; four have been discharged ; and one has died. There ain 
at present no voluntary boarders, nor has any person been resident in 
this capacity since last inspection. 

The death was registered as due to pneumonia. 

All the ladies appeared to be in good health, and to be neatly and 
• suitably dressed. They were in the garden at the time of my visit, It 
is to be hoped that, as the spring approaches, efforts wiU be made te 
send all who are fit for extended exercise round the grounds, and for 
walks in the country. Five ladies are sent to take such exercise at 
present, but efforts should be made to extend this privilege to a larger 
number. Six go for carriage drive.s. 

The amnsemejits are stated to consist of associated evening entertain- 
ments, cards, and reading. A small book-case might be placed in eacli 
day-room, so as to allow easy access for all to some form of literature. 

Seventeen ladies are said to be present at Mass, which is celebrated 
in the house on Sundays and holidays. 

Since the last inspection, the records show three entries of restraint- 
tvvice with one patient for three hours, and once with another for two 
hours. 

Efforts have been made to improve the fire-escape stairs on the west 
side, by making the hand rail higher, but the steps are too steep for 
the use of the insane, and should be made in short flights, with landings 
at easy distances. 

The day-rooms and dormitories are fairly comfortable. Gas-light 
has been introduced into some of the bedrooms, and new carpets and 
furniture have been provided in some of the others. 

The staff, at present, consists of a Lady Superintendent, a Matron, 
and eight Nurses. One Nurse takes charge of the house during the 
night. 

Mrs. Magenis, who for many years acted as Lady Superintendent, 
has retired, and has been succeeded by Miss Corless, who has had long 
asylum experience. 

The Case-books, and other medical books and registers, are written 
up to the present date, and are accurately kept.

VERVILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

Since the last visit to this licensed house, eight certified patieuW 
liave been admitted ; seven have been discharged and one has ^ * 
leaving twenty-six ladies in residence under certificates. The dc 
was registered as due to Cirrhosis of the Liver. 

Two ladies came to reside as voluntary boarders during the 
under review, but they have since left. 

The new cases appear to be properly detained. 
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All the ladies, with the exception of one, who is not very strong, Verville. 
were iu the garden during the visit. Six are now returned as taking Exerci^and 
prolouged exercise on the country roads. Two picnics have been given, recreation, 
and carriage exercise is provided on two days of the week. 

Due attention appears to be given to the personal appearance and Condition, 
neatness of the ladies. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that one lady was Restraint, 
restrained on two occasions for three hours by the strait waistcoat, 
and another lady for one hour by wristlets and anklets. These latter Unathoriijod 
forms of restraint do not come within the regulations on the subject, 
and their use, cannot, therefore, be sanctioned in the future. 

The ministration of religious worship is said to be carried on as Religious 
keietofore. About twenty ladies attend Divine Service in tbe institution, 
but none are allowed to attend the celebration of Mass iu tbe neigh- 
bouring Church. 

Twelve ladies assist the nurses in house duties, and amuse themselves li^mploymeat. 
knitting and sewing. 

The staff at present consists of a lady superintendent, a matron, Staff, 
and six nurses. One nurse is on duty at night. 

The fire-escape stairs, to which reference was made in last report, Precautions 
bas been re-modelled, and rendered safe and suitable for the use of fire, 
the insane. 

One of the sittingrooms has been papered and painted, and re-carpeted, ^'^provement?. 
and is now greatly improved. Some of the bedrooms have also been 
papered and pamted. 

The books and registers are carefully kept by Dr. FitzGerald. Records.

It is, therefore, suggested that the Matron 
should be made responsible for the proper keeping of this book, and 
that she should see that all matters of importance are duly entered. 5 

Both oil the male and female side there are one ol- two patients who 
appear to be beyond the control of the attendants in this institution. 

These cases might with advantage be exchanged for others who could 
be properly managed. 

The imbeciles chargeable to the Union are in the care_of paid 
atteudants, under the supervision of the Hospital Nurse. The men 
appear to be well looked after ; they are clean in their persons, and 
tidy in their dress. No steps have, however, yet been taken to provide 
any means of escape from the upper dormitory in case of fire, and the 
lueu sleeping in this room are in a most perilous position. .

The Imbecile Wards of this Workhouse now contain thirty-six men 
and twenty-four women. The faDing off in the numbers, as compared 
with past returns, would seem to show that the insane inmates have, 
as far as possible, been reduced by the transfer of suitable cases to the 
asylum. 

It must be recognised that, no matter what arrangements are made 
for the removal of insane inmates to institutions set apart for their 
care, a residue of doting men and women must always remain amongst 
the crowd of old people inhabiting the Infirm Wards of a large Work- 
house, such as this. 

The insane inmates of this workhouse occupy two day-rooms on the 
ground floor, which are fairly comfortable. 

The dormitory for the men is on the top storey, and much trouble to 
the staff, and discomfort to the patients, must be involved in bringing 
such helpless people up so many stairs. 

In addition to this accommodation for insane inmates, two wards 
are set apart for epileptics. These wards contain thirty-six men and 
thirty-nine women, some of whom are classified as sane, but the greater 
number are more or less of unsound mind. All these inmates occupy 
rooms on the ground floor. 

It is to be hoped that, in the near future, steps will be taken to provide 
a separate colony for the treatment of cases so iifflicted, where they can 
enjoy an open-air life. 

The class who are most deserving of pity, and for whom separate 
accommodation is most necessary, are the imbeciles of tender years 
of both sexes, many of whom are to be found amongst the inmates oi 
these wards. 

Unfortunately, in this country up to the present, little has been 
attempted on behalf of these children, whose helpless condition, both ol 
mind and body, renders them specially suitable objects of 
charity, but there now seems to be some prospect that, at no distan 
date, steps will be taken to have all such cases collected from the 
workhouses, and placed in separate institutions similar to those wnic 
now exist for this class in other countries. Every effort could then c 
made to improve their mental faculties, as far as that is possible, au 
ill such institutions they would receive that individual care and atteutioi 
which their infirmity of mind demands.

One improvement can be recorded, namely, the appointment of an Attendants, 
additional attendant, so that there are now on duty during the day two 
men and two women, and at night one man and one woman. 

As pointed out in previous reports, the men’s jackets are made of 
frieze, which is too heavy and will not wash. Otherwise the condition ‘ ^ 
of the men, as regards cleanliness, is somewhat improved, and the 
state of the women, as regards their dress and bodily cleanliness, having 
regard to the congested condition of the accommodation, deserves 
recognition, as showing the attention given to these matters by the 
nurse in charge. 

After another visit to the lunatic department of the North Dublin Desirability 
Union, it is again necessary to urge on the Guardians the importance 
of relieving themselves of the responsibility of allowing the insane to more suitable 
remain from year to year under their care, in such unsatisfactory accnmmoda- 
conditions, by making every effort to have these helpless inmates "tion. 
removed to more suitable surroundings.

SOUTH DUBLIN UNION WORKHOUSE. South

The inmates of the lunatic department of this workhouse now number oBKHousa. 
214 (sixty-seven men and 147 women). On the 19th July, 1905, when inspected i>u 
the department was last inspected, the numbers were 215 (seventy-two 2nd August, 
men and 143 women). - 

The following return of the admissions, discharges, and deaths during Statistics, 
the past twelve months, shows that the changes amongst the population 
have been very great, viz.: — 

186—61 men and 125 women have come in ; 

93—24 men and 69 women have gone out ; 

28 — 17 men and 11 women have been sent to the District Asylum. 

71-24 men and 47 women have died. 

Of the insane inmates remaining at present, six men and seven women Health 
ate epileptic ; fourteen of each sex are inattentive to the calls of nature ; statistics, 
and seventeen men and forty-seven women are constantly confined to 
oad, suffering principally from various forms of paralysis. Of these 
at^r, only one on each side is reported to be suffering from bedsores. , ; 

his is remarkable, having regard to the numbers in bed, and to the 
dpkss and debihtated condition of some of these cases, and the wealmess 
oithe nursing staff. 

The day being wet, all the inmates were found within doors. They Coudltion and 
suitably dressed, and fairly neat and tidy in appearance. Employment

these inmates. Two male attendants, two trained nurses, and two 
female attendants take charge by day.

DUNGARVAN WORKHOUSE. 

In this workhouse, eleven men and seven women are classified as of 
unsound mind. Of these, one man suffers from epilepsy ; and two 
men and one woman are of unclean habits. 

These inmates, are on both sides in charge of paid attendants. 

• The men might be kept tidier, but the women are fairly well dressed 
and clean. 

On both sides they mix with the other inmates, and occupy one of 
the infirm wards. No separate day-room is provided for them.

KILKENNY WORKHOUSE 

There are at present in the lunatic wards of this workhouse, sixteen 
, men and thirty women. 

Six of each sex are confined to bed ; one man and two women are 
epileptic ; and two men and seven women are of unclean habits. 

The women were wonderfully clean, considering that there is Jo 
hot water supply, and that all the appliances for ministering to the 
wants of these helpless beings are of the crudest nature. 

The men were in a very dirty state ; their shirts soiled, and their 
sheets covered with flea marks. 

The nurse told me that none of the women were allowed to attend 
to their religious duties, though many of them could well imderstan , 
and would enjoy attending religious worship if a place were set ap 
for it. 

She also complained that it was difficult to obtain a proper supply 
of articles, such as boots, for the use of her patients. 

I cannot too strongly impress on the Guardians the importance 
making every effort to have as many of these inmates as 
transferred to the asylum, where they could receive that care 
attention to which their helpless condition of mind and body g 
them a claim.

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LIMERICK WORKHOUSE. 

Thirty-eight men and sixty-thiee women are returned as the numbers 
jt present inhabiting the lunatic wards of this workhouse. This 'would 
show that the men have somewhat decreased, whilst the 'women have 
increased, as in 1904 the numbers were forty-six, and hlty-tive, 
respectively. 

Amongst the men there are no epileptics , no one was m bed, and 
none of the patients are returned as of unclean habits, which speaks 
well for the attention paid to them. 

At present, there are four imbecile boys, one of whom wears a locked 
leather glove, to prevent him from picking his face. It is certainly 
mfortunate that there is no institution set apart for the training of such 
childien in this country. 

Seventeen of the male insane inmates are able to do a little work, and 
fourteen are able to attend to their religious duties. 

Of the females, three are epileptic ; four of unclean habits ; and three 
are imbeciles. 

On both sides the patients were decently dressed, and their persons 
were clean. Their bedding also was clean and in good order. 

Nearly all the beds are provided with spring and hair mattresses, 
except in one dormitory on the male side, and in four be s o 
lemale side, in which the old wooden cots and straw ma resses a 
still in use, bnt these will, in time, be done away with. 

On each side, baths, with hot and cold water supply, are provided, 
tut both the bathrooms and the baths might, with great advantage, 
be rendered somewhat more inviting. 

The Guardians' wiU, I am sure, agree with me in hoping that at -an 
early date, some provision will be made for these insane inma es, in 
an institution specially set apart for their use.

The lunatic wards of this workhouse contain twelve men and one 
imbecile boy, on the male side. On the female side there are thirteen 
women and one imbecile girl. The boy is dressed in petticoats, and 
does not appear to receive any sort of training. The girl has been 
sent to school, and appears capable of improvement. Of the adult 
insane, six men and four women are confined to bed, suffering from 
paralysis and bodily infirmity ; One of each sex suffers from epilepsy; 
whilst four men and four women are of unclean habits. 


The inmates of the male ward are in a very neglected condition; 
their bed clothes are filthy and infested with vermin.

On neither side is there proper provision for the care of such cases, 
There is no fixed bath or hot water supply, and no dayrooms in whicli 
the inmates could have their meals, or pass their days. 

The ^attendants have had no training in the care of the insane ; the 
nurse in charge of the women is a pauper inmate, receiving a smaO 
weekly wage — and there does not appear to be anyone responsible for 
the supervision of the care of these insane inmates.

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The men in bed are generally in an advanced stage of paralysis, and 
holpless in the extreme. They appear to receive attention, and to be _ 

carefully nursed. Some of them are provided with water beds ; never- 
theless three have signs of coming bedsores. 

On the male side there are three children. If they could be sent 
to an institution set apart for the Care of imbeciles, they might, perhaps, ' ‘ '™- 
be taught to make themselves useful, or, at any rate, trained in ■ habits 
of decenty and cleanliness. Unfortunately there is no public institution 
of the kind in Ireland. 

More attention should be paid to the changing and cleanliness of the Beds, 
linen and bed-clothes. The sheets on the male side were much soiled, 
and full of fleas. They were, however, to be changed on the day of 
the visit. 

It is observed -with regret that as yet nothing has been done to provide Precautious 
HQ alternative means of escape from the female dormitory, in the event against fire, 
of an outbreak of fire. At present, if a fire broke out, it seems improbable 
tkt any of these helpless beings could escape. The Guardians, to 
relieve themselves of responsibility, should take the matter into 
consideration. • ’ 

The female department has been greatly improved by the additional Accommoda- 
day-room which the Guardians have provided. - tiou. 

Having regard to the numbers in the lunatic wards of this workhouse, Necessity 
records of the changes which occur amongst the inmates ; of any for records# 
accidents which may happen to them ; and of the duties performed by 
tke staff would be of much importance. , , ,
